OPINION OF CITY SOLICITOR HO- 


GAN ON THE SUBJECT. 


It Will be Started in an Evening School 


if the Committee So Decides. 


At the last meeting of the school board 


the committee on manual training asked 
permission to open an evening school in 
which this useful branch might be started. 
The matter was referred to a special com- 
mittee with 
instructions to obtain the 


opinion of the.city solicitor as to whether 
the opening of'sach a school would come 
under the operation of the law which pro- 
vides for an advance of the 
school age 


where manual training is incorporated with 
the course of study in schools. The opin- 
iou is as follows:

day Bchoole of the city and the pup I IB thei eof,and 
noi the evening schools. The esuiblitihing and 
maimtuui)!^ of a manual training suhool 113 an 
evening school, would not in my opinion raise the 
compulsory s-cliool age to fifteen years.

She did as requested aud found a dollar 


bill within. "Open another," said he, and 
iu this she found a five dollar note. 
The 


agent then offered to sell her five dollars 
worth of paper stating that another agent 
would be around In a few days In case she 
might want more. 
She bit and bought, 


taking among the lot, the two packages 
which she had opened, and congratulating 
herself on such good luck. 
BIS is: dollars and a stock of writing paper 
for live dollars. 


But when the agent had gone a short 


time the delighted purchaser with the 
curiosity of a woman began opening all 
tho packages thinking perhaps that a. tick- 
et to the World's Fair might be found. 
But no such luck; she had been fooled, for 
not even the packages in which she had 
seen the money contained a cent, and she 
has now about 75 cents worth of writing 
paper on hand for which she paid $5.

He was tried 
iu the Suffolk superior criminal court, aud 
a jury, upon the evidence, fouud him 
guilty. 


Judge Dewey, who presided at the trio], 


set aside that verdict as being against tho 
evidence aud 
the weight ot evidence. 


Thompson bad no le«al adviser at the 
trial. He conducted the oaue in his own 
behalf. 


The iudictmeut charged that he beat his 


wife on Aug. 1 Iftdt, aud in consequence of 
guch beating she died. The principal wit- 
ness for the government was his mother- 
in-law. Thompson waa at one time- em- 
ployed as salesman In a well-known dry 
goods house on Washington street. He 
has no relations in thia state and but few 
friends. 
He, however, right along pro- 


tested his innocence of the crime charged 
to hira, and his steadfastness bus now 
reaped for him the harvest of freedom. 


It was but a few daya ago that tbe 


pleadings in the case were increased by 
the addition of a motion to set aside the ver- 
dict of guilty and grant a new 'trial. This 
document was not in tha writing of 
Thompson, for it bore M radical difference 
from his signature, which was affixed to 
It. The judge at the trial thereupon in- 
vestigated the case and was satisfied that 
the evidence did not warrant the verdict 
that was returned.

There haa been much gain in hope and a 


little in business. Assurances that the re- 
peal hill will soon be passed have again 
been accepted by traders as reason for 
buying things speculative at higher prices, 
and with money abundant ou call, $88,000,- 
000 having been received in this 
city 


within 10 weeks, speculation in stocks and 
products has an unusual stimulus and 
would have explained even more but for 
continued embarrassment of industries. 


The state of tha treasury excites some 


remark, its gold surplus having fallen to 
$83,335,799. Imports are far behind those ' 
of last year, aud the accumulation of \ 
goods in bonu is unusually large, so that 
customs as well as internal revenue re- 
ceipts decreased hoavily, Tbe root of the 
difficulty is the decrease in cousumption 
of all kinds, and in that respect the week 
has brought no perceptible change. 


The failures this week number 346 in 


the United States, against U10 last year, 
an d 29 in Canada, against "5 last yenr, 
The list include* one large bunk at Provi- 
dence and tlr-ee southern bnnki, but the 
number of other failures ir» consequence 
of large liabilities is somewhat les,s than 
usual.

There has been much gain in hope and a 


kittle in business! Assurances that the re- 
peal hill will Boon be passed have again 
been accepted, by tradera. as, reason, for 
buying things speculative at higher. prices, 
and with money abundant on call, $8S,OOo,- 
000 having "been received in this 
city" 
within 10 weeks, speculation in stocks and 
products has an unusual stimulus and 
would have explained even more, but for 
contloued embarrassment of industries. 


The stale ot the treasury excites some 


remark, its gold surplus having fallen to 
183,325,799. Imports are far behind those 
of last year, tud the accumulation of 
goods in bonu is unusually large, so that 
customs as \vell as internal revenue re~ 
ceipts decreased heavily. The root of the 
difficulty is the decrease in consumption 
of all kinds, and in that respect the week 
has brought no perceptible change. 


Ths failures this week number 346 in

Byrnes, with instructions to cause a 
thorough investigation Into ths charges 
preferred by Dr. Parkhurst. 


Tbe superintendent in his report sub- 


mitted to the board this afternoon said 
that he had instructed Inspector Williams 
to make an investigation, and besides 
that he had detailed two of hiu detectives 
to visit the place!) designated in 'the peti- 
tion ag gambling and disorderly houses. 
In no instance were there found viola- 


tions ot the law, although the places were 
visited at irregular hours during tho night 
and day. 
Inspector Williams reported 


that he had given the matter his closest 
attention and investigation, and that the 
statements that 
there were gambling 


houses t.nd disorderly houses in the pre- 
cinct were untrue. 


"A Deliberate Falsehood." 


"And anybody who says so," the report 


continues, "tells a deliberate falsehood, 
and has no regard tor truth or moral 
obligations. 
The accusations made are 


false in every detdil, and were mode be- 
cause Captain Devery caused the arrest 
and conviction of the superintendent of 
the society for blackmail."

A Xurcotiu In Imliu That Hue Peculiar

pleasing and Beneficial influence ou 
man, and instead of making: him wild 
•would quiet liim as did the lyre o£ Or- 
pheus? 
The"1 African traveler, Wiss- 


munn, descrihes in detail the cultiva- 
tion and use of the "riombo" among the 
former cannibal inhabitants of JJubuku, 
by which their customs snd manners 
wero made BO mild that it was even for- 
bidden by them to shed the blood of an- 
imals. This people, -who before had 
been aggressive leaders in wars, are now 
living iu peace. Yillii'tos -which hereto- 
fore had been engaged iu bitter feuds 
became friandly. Laws nnd customs of 
the most peaceful kind were introduced, 
•with the result that tha country into 
•which strangers had never before ven- 
tured was open to all. 


This peaceful disposition, as also this 


antagonism to the shedding off tho blood / 
of animals, points to ft characteristic fea- 
frure of an old oriental peopla. Theae 
are the Indians. Tho same herb which 
made the cannibals of Lubuku tho 
friends of men, and which they call 
"bashilange," has been known to the In- 
dians for centuries as an intoxicant. It 
is the Tnd-ia.n hemp. In the east the in- 
toxicant extract ia made out of tho blos- 
soms and out of tho whole plant.

It is chewed like ' 
tobacco, or smoked as such, or the juice, 
called "damamesk," is'used with sugar 
and almonda or whisky. 


In moderate amounts the Indian hemp 


and ite preparations have a mild effect 
on the nervoua system, and produce a. 
pleasant stato of feeling, at any i-ato 
among the orientals. Larger quantities 
produce intoxication. In tho east the 
number of those who use the hasheesh ia 
computed at between 800,000,000 and 
800,000,000. Physiciansarenotall agreed, 
as to tho effect of the 'drug, some claim- 
ing that it produces nausea, heart beat- 
ing, drynesa in tho throat. WTien fully 
efficient,! t produces the feeling of pleased, 
intoxication and the most agreeable and 
pleasurable thoughts. 
Thereupon fol- 


lows sleep, deep and dreamless, and on 
the following morning tho pleasant vis- 
ions are still real and present. That 
opium, or alcohol eventually destroys 
those who use it to excess goes without 
saying. On the other hand, tiie effect of 
the hemp chewing on tho negro is won* 
derfully quieting. 


Wissmann mentions several African 


people among whom hemp smoking has 
been firmly introduced as a habit, espe- 
cially the Waniamesi. He says he ia 
convinced that the effect of this hemp on 
the negro is to mako him milder and 
more gentle and to make him more ac- 
cessible to tlie influences of civilization, 
although it does bcwe to a certain extent 
an evil influence on the body, which in- 
fluence, however, is generally exagger- 
ated, Most remarkable ia tho manner 
in which a "judgmentof God" is secured 
by the hemp smokers. Those that are 
accused continue tha smoking of hemp 
until the guilty one is compelled to make 
a confession. On the other hand, tho 
thieves of India use this hemp for" the 
purpose of pursuing their work. They 
secretly make a hole in the house and 
fill it with fumes of hemp smoke. This 
has its effect on the people of the house, 
Bud when tho thieves enter they find 
them in tho most agreeable humor, in- 
capjibleof understanding what is going 
on and even welcoming the marauders 
with tlie most pleasant words and ges- 
tures. These statuments are from the 
.travels of Von Bibra. 


Thou tho haslieesli smokera frequently 


pet into a state much resembling hyp- 
notism, in which it is possible to place 
the members of the body iu any posi- 
tion and to treat the body as though it 
were all made of joints. Tho similarity 
between hypnotism and tho effects of 
baslieesliemokiugis BO great that Dr. von 
Schrenlt-^fotzijj of Munich made special 
investigation of this subject. It ia well 
known that when a person is hypnotized 
iv single word or tliri'ateiiin;; action suf- 
fices to throw the subject into spasms of 
rage.

They have been 
young and have learned a trade and have 
worked at it, and the husband has 
brought in the money, and the wife has 
epent the wages week by week for the 
marketing or to pay the rent. 


Thoy have had money in the "bank— 


sometimes much as $40. Children have 
been been born to them, and they have 
known what it it, to follow the little 
white hearse over the ferry and along 
the dusty roads to the cemetery. 


They have lived on and liave eeen their 


boys and girls grow up and get married. 
They havo seen other lives come, and 
ono day they wake up »nd find they have 
grown old, for they have heard a child 
say "grandpa" or "grandma." And then 
these children move away or they forget 
their parents—it is always so. The old 
man gets too old to work at his trade, 
and tho poor old couple shift as best they 
can. Every year sees them in poorer 
and poorer tenements. 


Then one of them dies, and the other, 


all broken with the weight of years, for- 
gotten by children, friends all dead and 
gorio, lives on somehow—the Lord only 
knows. Strangers out of purs charity 
give them a bed and a bite or sup, and 
that's the kind of an old age they have. 


It doesn't seem right that people who 


have worked hard all their lives, who 
have helped build up the country and 
who have begotten children, should be 
treated worse than a worn out horse, 
who at least is given pasturage and is 
shot when ho gets to "bo too much of a 
burden to himself.

Child Labor Increasing. 


Mr. A. P. Stevens, assistant factory in- 


spector of Illinois, said recently before the 
convention of the International Associa- 
tion of Factory Inspectors that child labor 
was increasing in spite of statutory en- 
actments intended to check the employ- 
ment of children. The census of 1880, 
he said, gave the wage earning children 
aa 1,118,258, ono child of every 10 robbed 
of its birthright of playtime, of physical 
growth and of mental training. 


"It is probable that at the present time 


not less than 2,000,000 children under 16 
are employed in workshops or factories. 
I indorse tho factory laws of Switzer- 
land, which provide, first, the minimum 
age for work fixed at 16; second, school 
attendance made compulsory to the same 
ago; third, factory inspectors and truant 
offlcere, both men and women, equipped 
with adequate salaries and traveling ex- 
penses, charged with the duty of remov- 
ing children from mill and workshop 
and placing them in school; fourth, am- 
ple provision for school accommodation; 
money supplied by state, through school 
authorities, for support of orphans, half 
orphans and children who are kept out 
of school by destitution,"

AND USE OF GLOVES. 


Origin J of; the Term "Deadhead"—T«*t 


/or Pure Water—Culinary Recipes for 
the Kitchen. 


The woman who labors trader the de- 


lusion that she has done her duty to her 
hands when she haa bought a pair of 
"6's" or "fii's" in a presentable shade is 
making a grievous error. She should al- 
ways carefully eaunine her gloves, see- 
ing to it that the kid in the side finger 
pieces and the triangle at the thumb is 
»s firm and flexible as that of the wrists; 
that the thuinbpiece is broad enough; 
that the fingers are neither toto short nor 
too long, and the hand o£ft*e glove large 
enough to prevent the palm from fold- 
ing into creases. 


The glove ia the most forcible example 


of the adage about trees growing as the 
twig is bent. If a glove is put on for 
the first time carelessly, with seams awry 
and finger ends not snug, it is hopeless 
to try to smooth it out at a subsequent 
wearing. The seams will be twisted and 
the fingers baggy so long as the glove 
endures. That is the reason it is wise to 
hare the glovea first put on by the firm, 
experienced hands of a fitter. 


If this is impossible, the task must be 


undertaken-at borne when there is plenty 
of time. The glovea must be carefully 
pressed on, every seam straight, every 
gusset in its right place, the tips of the 
fingers smooth and the wrist perfectly 
adjusted. Thou it should be buttoned 
with the finest glove buttoner from the 
bottom. 
If a glove which has been 


properly worked on will not button from 
the bottom, it is too small. 


How the Term "Deadhead" Originated. 
D. H. Golvin, at one time iruiyor of 


Chicago, was for many years agent of 
the United States Express company. 
While holding the latter position articles 
sent to him were delivered free, and such 
packages were apoken of as "D. H.," or 
free of charge. These packages were 
known as "dead matter," and thus the 
initials came to be called "deadhead." 


How to Do Ornamental Icing; tm Calceft. 
Frosting points are simply small tin 


tubes or cones with the end cut in vari- 
ous shapes, which cause the icing to as- 
sume the form of leaves, crinkled lines 
and other devices when pressed through 
the little aperture. A point is put in- 
side a frosting bag (made funnel shaped) 
of thin rubber sheeting. The frosting is 
then squeezed through this bag into the 
point and so onto the cake. A house fur- 
nishing store will supply frosting points 
of various stylos, and one-quartoi* of a 
yard of sheeting will make three of these 
rubber bags. A little practice will ren- 
der one sufficiently expert to do orna- 
mental icing very nicely. 


How to Make a Carrot Hanging Backet. 
Cut off the crown or large end of a 


sound carrot to the depth of about four 
inches. Invert the part cut off and scoop 
out the inside like a cup, half an. inch 
thick at the sides, an inch thick at the 
bottom. 
Suspend it with cords run 


through the top of the cup and hang in 
a window, keeping it-full of water. The 
leaves growing out from the crown or 
the bottom of the cup curl upward aa 
they grqw and soon cover it with green.

•organ and shapes its articles to boom its 
party, regardless of the truth. I have 
no desire at thia time to discuso tho tariff 
question, bat in support of tho claim 
•with which The Mail and Express takes 
issue I want to call attention to a- few 
facts. The trades in which the best rates 
of wages arc paid in this country are not 
affected by the tariff ono way or the 
ether. The building, printing and trans- 
portation trades are, take it all through, 
better paid than other callings. Tariff 
does not touch these trades, but it is a 
well known fact that they are better or- 
ganized than the fiictory, mine and mill 
operatives, and that increases of wages 
end improvements in conditions are di- 
rectly traceable to organization, 


The "protective tariff" does not afford 


locomotive engineers and firemen, car- 
penters, painters, roofers, compositors 
or a score or more of other important 
handicrafts any sort of protection, and. 
yet wages are not only higher in those 
callings than in nearly every ono of tho 
so called protected industries, bnt have 
grown during the past 20 years with the 
growth of their organizations. This in 
the face of constantly increasing meth- 
ods of cheapening production in many 
of those trades, as in most others, by im- 
proved machinery. The Mail and Ex- 
press pays the employees in its press and 
composing rooms more today thsm it did 
awhile ago, not because of tho McKin- 
ley bill, but because of the printers' and 
pressmen's unions. That paper and oth- 
ers of its class Qt'a calling attention just 
now to the "decline of the Amalgamated 
association" and the consequent reduc- 
tion of wages in tlie iron mills. Tha 
turiff could not keep tip wages when the 
organization began to be weakened by 
reverses. 


Let the partisan newspapers wrangle 


to the:.r fill over the tariff. We have to 
stand by and see them filling the work- 
ingmen's eyes with sand, because we 
mast not "meddle- with politics," but 
when an effort is made to induce or- 
ganized workingmon to desert their un- 
ions and put their trust in a McKinley, 
a Wilson or any other kind of a tariff "it 
is time to spenk out. . And I speak as I 
always have upon this subject, and what 
I say is this: As producers the working- 
men have no interest in the tariff. 
Wages are not, except inraro cases, gov- 
erned by tho ability of the employer to 
pay, bnt by the iron law of wages, sub- 
ject only to the power of labor organiza- 
tion. 


In this connection my attention is 


called to a recent article in tho New 
York Journal over the signature of 
James P. Archibald. It convinces me 
that I was not mistaken a short time 
ago when I intimated that Mr. Archi- 
bald had been adopted by the plutocrats 
r.nd politicians.. Here is somethins from 
the article referred to: 


There should be no natural antasonism be- 


tween labor Rntl capital. One Is necessary to 
tho other, and thoso who say that lii the :mta- 
ral course of things they ttro inimical to C:LC!I 
other adopt only the cu.tcb.words.of a fcxv dem- 
anozues \vho have thuir ovrn puvposus to serve. 
Tho history of the strikes of tie past 10 yenrs 
Bh.o-.vs that tho strike, ivltli a low exceptions, 
has recoiled more upon the worklnemcn than 
It lias injured the employer. 


Edward Atkinson or the New York 


Tribune could riot have put their dec- 
trine in plainer language. 


"Dernrtffog-ces" indeed! We have all 


heard of that fellow who ran through the 
streets shouting "Stop thief!" If there 
is any such charactsr as tho "labor dem- 
agogue," he must believe that tho object 
of strikes is to "injure the employers." 
What a wormy old chestnut is that fa- 
vorite catch phrase of tho hypocritical 
plutocrat and wily politician, "Thero is 
no natural antagonism between labor 
r.nd capital!" Those who use it do not 
Eay what they expect their hearers to be- 
lieve theymean. Why do they not speak 
out and say, ''There is no natural antag- 
onism between the laborer and the capi- 
talist?' If that is what Archibald meaus, 
he should get down from his high horse 
as a "labor leader" and go back to the 
primer of the labor movement. I have 
BO often lately expressed myself on this 
question of the identity of the interests 
of the wage payer and the wage receiver 
that I will spare my readers this time. 
All thinking men understand it anyhow. 


One of the funniest things I've heard 


recently was a sentence from a speech 
made by a prominent member" of the 
chamber of commerce of.Cincinnati to a 
meeting of the unemployed of that city. 
He said, "I belong to a commercial body 
which has the interest of the laboring 
classes at heart, and I shall do all in my 
power to influence that body." Just 
think of it! Whnt this mail meant was 
that the organization to which lie be- 
longed had the business of manufac- 
turing and baying and selling at heart. 
"The laboring classes" are a part of the 
machinery of the business. That's where 
:hey come in on the "at heart" line.

The logical completion of 
the idea is that the workers should be 
wholly their own employers. The prac- 
tical application of the idea- is public or 
government ownership of railways.

A French-American Union. 


It is said that negotiations •• are in 


progress for a great international fed- 
eration of railroad employees in this 
country and France, with mutual aims 
and an international labor bureau, with 
branches in different parts of the United 
States and France. 


This proposed international federation 


niins at an interchange of union cards 
between members of the railroad unions 
of the old world and the new; the eli- 
gibility of a French employee, with an 
authorized union card for membership 
in railroad unions in this country, should 
work be scarce in France, and vice 
versa, and a system of co-operation by 
which the state of employment in both 
countries would be mutually known. 


All this hns been brought about by a 


growing recognition of the fact that the 
methods of trade unionism are changing 
rapidly in this country and more gradu- 
ally in France. The French labor lead- 
ers made tho first proposal for the in- 
ternational federation and were stimu- 
lated to do so by tho formation of the 
ne\v American Railway union in this 
country. 


"Wages lu New York and Paris. 


Mr. Larcher, one of the Parisian dele- 


gates who recently visited this country, 
is a locksmith. In conversation with a 
New York reporter, who was disposed 
to make light of the delegates' mission, 
Mr. Larcher said that he had learned 
l>ne thing in New York. It was that the 
workingmen in his trade in New York 
earned i?'l2.50 per week for work which 
is paid for in Paris at the rate of 14 francs 
($2.80) a day. "And," said the delegate, 
"we hr»»-e less to pay for .rent in better 
(rnarters,.and. everything that we buy, 
srcept meat, is cheaper." 


Statistician Gruenhut of 
Chicago 


claims that there are at'lea'stSOO men 
holding positions under the city, county 
and state authorities through the;.in- 
fluence of trade unions. Vice President 
Pomeroy of the. trades .assembly says 
that if there is any work being done by 
nonunion labor in any of the depart- 
ments it is the fault of the union affected.

If a(.glove.,JB put. on for 
the first ti^e.carelesaly,. with seams awry 
and finger, enda,not snug, it ia hopeless 
to try to smooth it out at a subseqnent 
wearing. 
The seams' will Toe twisted and 


the fingers 'baggy BO long as the glove 
endures. 'That is the reason it is wise to 
have the gloves .first put on:by the firm, 
experienced hands of a fitter. 
. If..this ia impossible, the.task-must be 
undertaken.' at home when .there is plenty 
of time. The; gloves must be carefully 
pressed on,;.every scam -'straight, every 
gusset in its right place, the tips of the 
fingers smooth and the .wrist perfectly 
adjusted. Then,it should be buttoned 
with the finest ;'gloy.e bnttoner from the 
bottom.

Some Queer Cases of Optical Illusion— 


Ordeals 
of

It is orily since 1310 that machinery has 


been employed to any extent in the manu- 
facture of nails, Previous to that date they 
were made by hand by forging on an anvil, 
and great numbers of men were employed 
in the industry, there having been as many 
as 60,000 nailers in the neighborhood of Bir- 
mingham alone. It appears that as early 
as 1C06 a patent was obtained for cutting 
nail rods by water power by Sir Davis Bul- 
iner. An improvement on this was patented 
in 1018 and a new invention in 17UO, which 
last was the first nail machine in actual use. 
It was patented by Thomas* Clifford, and 
used in French's factory at Wimburn, 
Staffordshire, in 1792. Toward the close of 
the last century many patents were ob- 
tained in the United States fop new ma- 
chines and improvements on old ones. 


Many of the flrbt inventors upent large 


sums of money on their machines, and it 
has been estimated that it oost fully $1,000,- 
000 to bring them to the perfectiwn attained 
in 1810, \vhcn a nirichine made 100 nails a 
minute. 
The machine invented by Jesse 


Reed of Mu&sauhiisetts abou#Vl800 is the 
one which first cumo into general use, and 
tins, wfch Home improvements, is the one 
moat largely used today. In 1810 Joseph 
C. Dyer of Boston, then a merchant in Lon- 
don, took out patents in Kn^lund for the 
nail machinery invented in Massachusetts. 
It wus nt once widely introduced, and large 
manufacturing establishments were soon 
eatablinhed. Some factories ut Birming- 
ham are now capable of making over 40,- 
000,000 nuils a week. 


The term psuny, used to indicate the size 


of nails, is supposed to be a corruption of 
pound. Thus «• fourpenuy natt was one 
such that 1,000 of them weighed four 
pounds; a tenpeuuy, such that 1,000 
weighed 10 pounds. Originally the "hun- 
dred," when applied to nails, meant six- 
score or 1'iO, consequently the thousand was 
1,200. In France the greater part of the 
nails used in carpentry work are made of 
soft iron wire, pointed with the hammer, 
and the head is formed by pinching them 
in a toothed vise. 


An Optical Illusion. 


The engraving represents a gothic arch 


bisected at one side by a straight column, 
tho apex of the arch being at A. On loot- 
ing at the two sides of the arch it will seem 
impossible that both can be of the same de- 
gree of curvature, or that the lines of the 
shorter side, if extended, will join those of 


AN ARCH TJN'SYMJIETRICALLY DIVIDED, 


the longer one. It can, however, be very 
easily proved by drawing two lines with a 
pencil across the straight bisecting lines, 
wlren the arch will at once appear in its 
proper form, although until this is done the 
eye refuses to perceive the fact, and the ap- 
ppuranco of two dissimilar arches persists. 


Popular Science News points out the fact 


that this illusion is of practical importance 
to architects, who in planning buildings 
with arches should avoid placing columns 
in such a position that the arches will be 
unsymmeti-icaily divided by them.

One common method of .ascertaining the 


guilt or innocence' of a person among the 
barbarians was by what were called ordeals 
or trialfi. Of these there were many forms, 
bub the chief were1 the ordeal by flre, the 
ordeal by water and the ordeal by battle. 


In the ordeal by flre the accused carried 


a piece of redhot iron in his baud for some 
distance, or passed through blazing flre 
with nothing but u thin shirt covering his 
body, or walked over live brands; hence the 
expression, "to haul over the coals." If 
unhurt, he was declared innocent. 


Much more common was tho trial by wa- 


ter, hot or cold. The accused thrust hia 
arm into boiling water to take out some 
small object placed therein. After a lapse 
of three days the arm ivas examined, and 
if no hurt was visible the person was pro- 
nouuced guiltless. The expression being 
"in hot water" had its origin in this ordeal. 
Sometimes a person for friendship or for 
hire would undertake the ordeal in place 
of another, and this gave rise to the ex- 
pression ' 'to go through flre and water" for 
another.

of All

Twenty-six Are Siiled or Burned to 


a Crisp. 


BATTLE CBEEK, Midi., Oct. 21.— The 


error of,ona human being — of a maa who 
crouches affrighted like u hunted animal 
>n n prison cell— led to the greatest rail- 
road horror In the history of Michigan 
yesterday, and 26 human lives have paid 
the penalty of the moment's negligence. 


Two trains, both laden with passengers, 


met in a direct heed-oii collision on the 
Grand Trunk rood at 3:45 yesterday morn- 
inn in the suburbu of this city. That the 
number of dead and injured was not four- 
fold greater in due to cbe fortunate effect 
that tbe collision occurred in the suburbs 
of a city Instead of in the open country, 
where both' trains would hnve been run- 
ning it full .speed. 


As it is, ?C charred, disfigured and uu 


recogDizgble'bodira lie in the nicrgue, and 
27 marred and bleeding victims nre groan- 
ing in the charity hospital. How many 
of thege wounded mey b« in the death Hat 
no one oftu tnll, for tha injuries in many 
cases arc internal and uufathoEU&ble to 
the nD]j Bupernoial medical examination 
that Is now possible. 


All that surgical science can do IB being; 


do DP, nnd the offlcluls of tbe Chicago aud 
Gr.md Trunk railroad are doing all that IB 
poB-dble. 


The two trains which met face to face 


were both ' regular trains, although each 
wns considerably behind time. One was a 
Raymond Sc Whitcomb special train re- 
turning from the World's fair and bound 
for Mew York and Boston, and the other 
was the regular Pacific express west- 
bound train. 


The Raymond & "Whltcomb wns running 


as an extra section of H regular train, aud 
was, therefore, "a retular" In the phrase- 
ology of the railroad men. 


TrnLuDibn at Fault. 


The engineer of the latter train had 


positive orders to sidetrack for the express 
at a siding east of this city. He Ignored 
theae orders, and 600 f«et beyond this sid- 
ing he mot the eastbound train full on, 


Beta trains were wrecked and half tbe 


train of the Partfic express was demol- 
ished and burned. The Raymond & Whit- 
comb train, being composed almost en- 
tirsly of heavy sleepers, egenptd seriovis 
Injury, and none of the excursionists lost 
their lives. The engineers and firemen of 
both trains jumped In time to save their 
lives, but 26 passengers of tho Pacific ex- 
press mut almost instant death, 


The day coaches in the front part of 


this train were telescoped and burned, and 
of the 26 human remains at the morgue 
conjectures can only be made as to the 
identity of six. twenty remain entirely 
unidentified. Those Identified oy letters 
or articles in their clothing are: 


C. C. Van Dusen of Sproatbrook, N. Y. 
M™. C. C. "Van Dusen o( Sproutbrook, 


N. Y., burned to death in the wreck.

The 
ounflation of this IB tbe same paste as that 
tvhich is used for ohoux cakes, chocolate 
dairs, beiRnetB scuffles, ete., and ia made 
s follows: Place & tumblerful of water, 
he weight of an egg in sugar and butter, a 
linch of salt and a drop of flavoring es- 
ence in a lined saucepan. 
Let these boil, then stir invy-ery gradually 
nough flour to make a stifi paste. Let 
hia also boil up once, then, draw it away 
'ora the flre and let it aool, after which 


stir in gradually two or three beateu eggs 
until the paste is soft enough to drop from 
a spoon. Butter a piece of thick white pa- 


er, with bait tha quantity of paste make a 
ound calfce and spread ifc-evenly with the 
jlade of a knife, the thickness of half a 
finger's breadth only. Bake thja in a mod- 


•ately quick oven for SO minuias. 
On a separate sheet of buttered paper

as 00,000 nailers in tho neighborhood of Bir- 
mingham alone. It appears that.aa early 
as 1606, a patent .was. obtained fpy cutting 
.nail rods by water power by; Sir TDavl&Bul- 
mer. An improvement on this^yas patented 
in 1618 and a new invention in 1790, Which 
•lastwas the first nail machine,in actual use. 
It was patented by Thomas Clifford, and 
used, in French's factory . at. Wlmbnra, 
Staffordshire, in:1702. Tqward the close of 
the last; century many patents were ob- 
tained in the United States-for new ma- 
chines and improvements on old ones. 


Many ot the first Inventors Bpent-large 


sums .of money on-.their-rmaobineSj-and it 
has beeQ.estlma.ted that i6.oost fully $1,000,- 
000 to bring, them to the perfection attained 
in 1810, when ji machine, made.lOO nails a 
minute. Tha machine invented by Jesse 
Eeed ot Massachusetts abouSVlSQO; is the 
'one whiqh,first came into general use, and 
this, wtoih.' some improvenwnta, is.-the one 
most largely used today; In ,1810 Joseph 
C. Dyer of Boston, then a merchant in Lon- 
don, took out patents in-England for the 
nail mnohinery invented in-Massachusetts. 
It was at once widely .introduced, and. large 
manufacturing establishments were soon 
reatabliBhed. 
Some factories at Birming- 


ham are now capable ot making over 40,- 
000,000 nails a week.1 


. . The term penny, used to indicate the size 
of nails, is supposed to be a .corruption of 
pound. Thus,, a fourpenny nail was one 
such, that ,1,000 of ..them, weighed four 
pounds; a tenpeimy, such that 1,000 
weighed 10 pounds.' Originally the ."hun- 
dred," when applied 'to nails, meant six- 
score or 120, consequently the thousand was 
1,200. In France the greater part o£ the 
nails used in carpentry-work are made of 
soft iron wire, pointed with the. .hammer, 
and the.head is ;f ormed by pinching them 
in a toothed vise.

Ordeals of tlie IDark Agea*

One common method of .ascertaining the 


guilt or innocence' of a person among the 
barbarians was by jvhat were called ordeals 
or trialu. Of these'there -were many forms, 
but the chief were the ordeal by fire, the 
ordeal by water anfl the ordeal by battle. 


In the ordeal by flre the accused carried 


a piece of redhot iron, in his haud for some 
distance, or passed through blazing flre 
with nothing but a thin- shirt covering his 
body, or walked over live brands; hence the 
expression, "to . haul over the coals." If 
unhurt, he was declared innocent. 


Much more common was the trislljy wa- 


ter, hot. or cold. The accused .thrust his 
arm into boiling water:to;take out some 
small objeat placed therein.. After a lapse 
of three days the arm. was examined, and 
if no hurt was visible the person was pro- 
nounced guiltless. The expression being 
"in hot water" had its origia- in this ordeal. 
Sometimes n person for friendship or-.for 
hive would undertake the 'ordeal in place 
of another, and this gave riao !to the: ex- 
pression "to go through flre and water" for 
another.

How to Make Port Wiue Sauce. 


Put into a clean saucepan 6 raw yolks 


of eggs and beat them with 4tablespoon- 
fnls of caster sugar tmtil they become 
thick and white. Add & pint of port

•until nearly boiling; then take it from 
the fire and pour it on the pudding im- 
mediately, or it will be spoiled.

How to Make a Pastry Bag. 


One-third of a yard of yard wide rub- 


ber sheeting will make three bags a foot 
square. Fold two opposite corners to- 
gether, stiteh along the edge and make a 
triangular bag. 
Cut off at tho point to 


make an opening large enough to insert 
the end of a tin tube. It is convenient 
to have three bags, with openings of dif- 
ferent sizes—one for eclairs, one for lady 
fingers and one for frosting. 


The tube for eclairs is three-quarters 


of an inch wide at the small end, that 
for lady fingers three-eighths of an inch 
and the frosting tubes of various sizes, 
Borne of then- quite small. Fit the tube 
into the opening and fill the bag with 
the mixture. Draw the edges together 
and twist the top tightly to keep out the 
air. 
Hold the bag in tho left hand, with 


the tube close to the place where the 
niixttire is to be spread; press with the 
right hand and giiide the mixture into 
any shape desired. A slight pressure is 
sufficient. 
When no longer needed, 


wash the bag in oold water—never in 
hot—and dry carefully. 


Sunshine Cake. 


Whites of 11 eggs, yolks of 7,1}4 cups of 


fine granulated sugar, sifted; a teacupful 
of flour and a level oeaspoonful of cream of 
tartar sifted together three times. Beat 
the whites to the stiffest froth; add the 
yolka well beaten; whip in the sugar quick- 
ly and lightly, using a wire spoon; add any 
flavoring preferred; sift in the flour and 
mix it in as lightly as possible; do not beat, 
bub turn it at once into an angels' food pan 
(ungreased). Bake in a moderately hob 
oven for from 40 to 45 minutes; remove 
from the oven; turn upside down and allow 
the cake to remain in the pan until perfect- 
ly cold.

Leaves From a Photograph Album— Opals 


Cut in the Cameo— To Keep a Watch 
From I^OBintf Time.

The follovciug description of an album, 


•which dispenses with both cardboard and 
the use of a mountant, will doubtless com- 
mend itself to many persons interested in 
photography. It is translated in Popular 
Science News from a French source. First

provide what is known as a "spring back 
folio"—that ia to say, a portfolio like the 
covers of a book, with a large, strong, hol- 
low wpring back that will grip anything 
that may be laid between the sides and 
pushed back into tho hollow. 


The leaves of the album uro made as fol- 


lows: Good tough paper—mauilla wrap- 
ping paper, lor instance—is cut to the re- 
quired size and folded double. On a band 
of calico (A) 2 inches wide is pasted a 
strip of card (B) an inch wide alons the 
left side. The left hand fold of the inanilla 
paper is then attached to the calico at the 
right, leaving a space of one-eighth inch of 
calico between to act HS a hinge. The ma- 
ailla paper ia then carefully folded over so 
as to bring its right hand fold under the 
calico, where it ia attached in like manner, 
leaving the clear space of one-eighth inch 
as before. Four short, diagonal cuts are 
now made with a sharp knife through the 
double leaf to hold the corners of the 
prints, which are slipped in under the pa- 
per. If prints of different sizes have to be 
put on the opposite sides of the same leaf, 
all that is necessary ia to slip a piece of 
glass down between the folds and cut each 
tide separately. 


The prints can be changed about if de- 


sired, the smaller ones being made to oc- 
cupy the place of a larger one, etc. The

Opals Cut Iu Cameo. 


Of semiprecious stones none 13 lovelier 


than the opal, with its flery rose and an 
alternation of green and blue that shame 
the peacock, while by u chatiK« of posture 
all these starry ardors can be lo&t iu a 
milky way of whiteness, as suits one's 
mood. Opal runs, much like a vein of 
marble, through a raatrix of brown iron- 
stone. When the vein is seen to be thick 
enough to yield good pieces, the ironstone 
is split and the opal cut out. 


But a singularly beautiful art is prac- 


ticed by a German carver, who leaves the 
matrix as a background and cuts the opal 
lying attached to it, following the sugges- 
tions of color aud form after the well 
known manner of a cameo. A cameo, how- 
ever, is opaque and mere brown and white, 
whereas the opal is translucent and full of 
color. A dying aurora with a burning sun 
rising over the sea, a mermaid with the 
rosy fire in her cheek and the peacock tints 
in her tail, birds standing by a pool in vio- 
let twilight, are among this artist's happi- 
est carvings. 


Why Lamps Burn Badly. 


A lamp burning badly develops more 
heat than usual, the light is red and the 
combustion imperfect, producing a disa- 
greeable odor. Science says this may arise 
from the air not being property reverbc-r- 
ated against the flame, or from the shape of 
the chimney allowing of back currents or 
from the lamp being dirty, the airholes 
clogged, the wick damp or dirty, the pres- 
ence of a trace of vegetable or animal oil in 
the vessels used for filling or. from the oil 
itself, the presence of heavy oils or refining 
chemicals. When the oils are not homoge- 
neous, a light and heavy oil being mixed, 
the heat developed is greater than with 
either oil separately, this result being more 
pronounced than when a poor wick is used 


Prepare* Clta-lk. 


Thoroughly pulverise the chalk, then mix 


itwitli clepn rainwate'* iu proportion of 
two pounds per gallon. Stir well and let 
it settlo for about two m notes. The gritty 
matter will now have settled to the bot- 
tom. Slowly pour the water into another 
vessel so as uot to dibturb tho sediment. 
Permit the whole to stand until entirely set- 
tled, then decajjt, as before.' You now have 
prepared chalk ready for use, when dried. 
Spanish whiting may be treated in the 
same way and make's an excellent polish- 
ing powder, says The Jewelers' Circular.

Almost every clay /^ives ns something 


new to look at in the way of dress materi- 
als, the new goods differing from the oth 
ers in weave, admixtures of textiles and 
pr.ttern. There are but a few crude ma- 
teriuls to draw Cram, -wool, silk,cotton and 
linea, but the array of different combina- 


bayadere stripes are being dougnD so rapid- 
ly that it is difficult, I was told, to keep up 
the stock. Theso are wide or narrow black 
stripes on a pure white ground, and the 
white ground is moire in rich waves. 


One exceedingly effective design of this 


style which was shown to me had a thick 
moire ground of mat white, brocaded with 
satin oval rings, and beneath these rings 
was a jet black stripe which had the ap- 
pearance of uarrow velvet ribbon "woven in 
and out.

tioDB is staggering, it is so great and varied. 
The cotton and wool mixtures are never 
•worth buying, and yet they look almost as 
•well as the all wool goods while on the 
counters. But before the garment is fairly 
made It begins to show its poor quality. 


The all wool dress goods range from 50 


cepta to t3 per yard. The cotton and wool 
sell from 13 cents to 45 cents, but never run 
AS wide as the all "wool. The same amount 
of labor is required on oneaa the other, and 
the same quantity of lining and more trim- 
mine;, so that considering tbe difference in 
the wearing qualities it is always cheaper 
to buy the best. A dress of solid color or 
modest mixture in cheviot or some other of. 
the nice wools is always ladylike and gen- 
teel, and can be cleaned and made over in- 
definitely. The cotton and wool sees no 
resurrection. 


There are silk and wool mixtures, and 


these combine with each otbec to mutual I 
advantage. These mixtures are known as I 
silk warp henriettes, faycttas and one 
grade of brocaded wool. 
The firat two | 


named aie in some respects handsomer i 
than any silk, notably for mourning or ele- 
gano church or rich, visiting gowns, and the j 
latter is much liked for plain reception 
dresses for elderly ladies who do not wish 
to vrear colors or bright silks and who yet 
want something a little more dressy than 
plain surfaced goods. But the brocade is 
not as durable as the plain silk warp, -which 
is stronger and more lasting than any other 
material made. It retains its beauty to the 
last thread. It can be taken apart and 
washed like a piece of calico find ironed on 
the wrong sid'e, and it is a new gown again 
when remade. It is tha one ideal hand- 
come fabric for a dressy black gown. The 
fayettn is more lilte Japanese crape, whilo 
tho Henrietta has a cashmere finish. Tie 
fayetta is very pretty for young people and 
can be had in nil colors, but the silk warp 
henriette comes only in black, white and! 
gray. Tht^y ars half wool and half silk, 


The silk and linen mixture? form the 
Irisi. poplins auc? many of the corded bilks, 
and I think most of the bengnlines. The 
thick thread is linen, and the silk is woven 
over it. It makes a rich fabric, but must 
not be wet, or it will shrink almost out of 
eitht. 


I believe there Is a line of decorative silks 


•where sill* is mingled with sea island cot- 
ton, but I know of no dress goods of those 
two textiles. The price of silk has so dim- 
inished that it would not pay to buy any 
but pnre silks when a Eilk gown is desired. 


The silks for this season are nearly all in 


small figures, stripes or plain. Tha bro- 
cades are very beantifnl, showing small 
but perfect patterns. The grounds to near- 
ly all tbe silks have a changeable or moire 
effect beneath the pattern, and the output 
fairly blazes vrith brilliant color, of which 
tie royal purples, deep blues nnd greens 
are the favorites. The colors are, however, 
not confined to them, bat we find any 
amount of browns all in the tobacco shades. 
ThB old seal browjj shade is now called 
"nicotine." The yellows ara-those found

tween each bare twig ia a tiny black point. 
The lights as the material folds give It the 
appearance of silver, the twists sometimes 
showing up like tracery of that metal, und 
again they are in shadow, and the ground 
shows in unbroken silver light. It is alto- 
gether supurb. 


Another pattern, woven closer, has a 


silver gray oatin ground, with, a tracery of 
small spiderwebs all over It, and between 
the meshes tiny black specks. This is so 
cunningly dovised as to look like a silver 
spiderweb over a gray satin ground in some 
lights, and in others you see only a raised 
gray satin brocade of indistinct pattern, and 
again in another light you see a silvery 
surface eoveved with minute black specks. 


The most of the silks are satin duchess, 


with iridescent shades and an all over pat- 
tern of small round' or square dots or 
(peeks, or infinitesimal Hewers, or a raised 
latLico work of a different color from any 
allowing in tbe changeable ground.

The colors 
in the rainbow stripes ore scarcely more 
than tints, but OB tla Light .(nils upon the 
broken Hues it is Mke that in'opals. There 
are'fewcr plain satins than It was thought 
there would lie, but on th'e other hand rich 
moire patterns are shown, and a number of 
patterns in peau de soie and taffetas, stripes 
bi-ocaded and moire or watered. 


Some of the newest taffetas, which are 


very quaint and odd, reproduce the bits of 
lilk we find in same old forgotten patch- 
ivork quilt. 
The.-e are browns mottled 


with black, grays with dull blues and dark 
browns with white. This curious effect 
is obtained in the weaving. The threads 
are dyed in spots before putting in the 
loom and put in stripes. The weaving 
brings out tbe shaded, mottled appearance. 
Some of these are so very ugly in them- 
selves that I feel sure they will be a "go." 
Faille is less worn than before, but basket 
weave and hcpaacking effects on plain 
eilks are much liked. 


In' wool ens there is no grade or color that 


does not show a hop sacking pattern. It is 
pretty enough, bub not BO durable as closer 
weaves.

and the frosting tubes of various sizes, 
Borne of them, quite small. Fit the tube 
into the opening and fill the bag with, 
ths mixture. Draw the edges together 
and twist the top tightly to keep ont the 
air. Hold the bag in the left hand, with 
the tube close to the place where the 
mixture is to be spread; press with the 
right hand and guide the murtnre into 
any shape desired. A slight pressure ia 
sufficient. 
When no longer needed, 


wash the bag in oold -water—never in 
hot—and dry carefully. 


Sunshine Cake. 


Whites of 11 eggs, yolks of 7,1% cups of 


fine granulated'sugar, sifted; a teacupful 
of flour and a level teaspoonfal of cream of 
tartar sifted together three times. Beat 
the whites to the stiffeat froth; add the 
yolks well beaten; whip in the sugar quick- 
ly and lightly, using a wire spoon; add any 
flavoring preferred; sift in the flour and 
mix it in as lightly 03 possible; do not beat, 
but turn it at once into an angels' food pan 
(ungveased)- Bake in a moderately hot 
oven.for.from 40-to 46 minutes; remove 
from the oven; turn upside down and allow 
the cake to remain in the pan until perlect- 
Ijcald.

HOW AMATEUR PHOTOGRAPHERS 


MAY MOUNT FEINTS. 


Leaves Prom a Photograph Alhnm—Opals 


Cat In tbe Cameo—To Keep a Watch 
From IiOBlBg Time. 


.The following description of on album, 


:which dispenses with both cardboard and 
the use of a mountant, will doubtless com- 
mend itself to many persoaa interested in 
photography. It is translated In Popular 
.Science News from a French source. First

provide what is known as a "spring back 
folio"—that is to say, a portfolio like the 
covers of a book, with a large, strong, hol- 
low spring back that will grip anything 
that may be laid between the sides and 
pushed back into the hollow. 


The leaves of the album arc made as fol- 


lows: Good tough . paper—manilla wrap- 
ping paper, lor instance—is cut to the re- 
quired size and folded double. On a band 
of calico (A) 2 inches wide is pasted a 
strip of card (B) an inch wide along the 
left side. The left hand fold of the manilla 
paper is then attached to 'the calico at the 
risht, leaving a space of one-eighth inch of 
calico between to act as a hinge. The ma- 
nilla paper is then carefully folded over so 
as to bring its right hand fold under tha 
calico, where it ia attached in like manner, 
leaving the clear space of one-eighth inch 
as before. Four short, diagonal cuts are 
now made with a sharp knife through the 
double leaf to hold the corners of the 
prints, which are slipped in under the pa- 
per. If prints of different sizes have to be 
put on the opposite sides of the same leaf, 
all that is necessary is to slip a piece of 
glass down, between the folds and cut each 
side separately. 


The prints can be changed about if de- 


Birsd, the smaller ones being made to oc- 
cupy the place of a larger one, etc. The

prints having been put in, place in the 
leaves, the latter are inserted into the cover 
,so that the spring grips the cardboard 
'strips (C, C). The leaves may now be turn- 
led over at will by means of the calico hinge 
between the strips (C) and the manilla 
paper (D). 


Opals Cut In Cameo. 


Of semiprecious stones.uoae is lovelier 


than the opal, with its-fiery rose and an 
alternation of green and blue that shame 
the peacock, while by a change of posture 
all these starry ardors can be lost in a 
milky way of whlfceuess, as 'suits one's 
mood. Opal runs, much like a vein of 
marble; through a matrix of brown iron- 
stone. When the vain is ^een to be thick 
enough to yield good pieces, the ironstone 
is split and the opal cut out. 


But a singularly beautiful art is prac- 


ticed by" a German carver, who leaves the 
matrix as a'background and cuts the opal 
lying attached to it, following the sugges- 
tions of color and form after the well 
known manner of a cameo. A oameo, how- 
ever, is opaque and mere brown and white, 
whereas the opal is translucent and full of 
color. A dying aurora with a burning sun 
risin/r over the sea, a mermaid with the 
rosy fire in her cheek and the peacock tints 
in her tail, birds standing by a pool in vio- 
let twilight, are among this artist's happi- 
est carvings. 


Why Lamps Buru Badly. 


A lamp burning badly develops more 


heat than usual, the light is red and the 
combustion imperfect, producing a disa- 
greeable odor. Science says this may arise 
from the air not being properly reverber- 
ated against the flame, orfrom the shape of 
the chimney allowing of back currents, or 
from the lamp being dirty, the airholes 
clogged, the wick damp or dirty, the pres- 
ence of a trace of vegetable or animal oil in 
the vessels used for filling or.from the oil 
itself, the presence of teavy oils or refining 
chemicals, vvhen.tbe oils are not homoge- 
neous, a light and heavy oil being mixed, 
the heat developed is greater than with 
either oil separately, this result being more 
pronounced than when a poor wick is used. 


Prepared Chalk. 


Thoroughly pulverize theohalk. then mix 


it with clepn rainwater in proportion of 
two pounds per gallon. Stir well and let 
it settle for about two minutes. The gritty 
matter will now have settled to the bot- 
tom. Slowly pour the water into another 
vessel so as not to disturb the sediment. 
Permit the whole to stand until entirely Bet- 
tied, then decant, as before.' You now have 
prepared chalk ready for use, when dried. 
Spanish whiting may be treated in the 
eame -way and make's an excellent polish- 
ing powder, says The Jewelers' Circular. 


To Keep a Watch From JLoelns Tline. 
During the night your "watch is quiet, as 


it were—that is, it hangs in your vest with- 
out motion or touch. If you don't wind it 
at night, the mainspring Is then relaxed, 
instead of being in that condition during 
the day, remarks The Industrial World. 
By winding it in the morning the main- 
spring remains close and tight all day. It 
keeps the movement steady at a time when 
you are handling it, running about the city 
attending to your daily affairs. A relaxed 
mainspring at this time accounts for fine 
watches varying slightly. 


Beware of the T)OK and Other Pets. 


Ladies who are given to caressing and 


kissing their lapdogs and kittens will be 
surprised to learn that great danger lurks 
in such practices. If alleged investigations 
on the part of an Italian scientist are to be 
credited, .the cat's saliva by which she 
washes her fur is full of minute bacilli so 
fatally poisonous that rabbits and guinea 
pigs inoculated with it died in 24 hours. 
The dog's saliva is, if anythina.-worse, con- 
taining a greater variety of bacteria. Nor 
is the horse free from these death, dealing 
organisms, and thus another source of ap- 
prehension is opened to the timid and fear- 
ful.

How to Keep Palette nnd Bruuhec In Or- 


der—Oiling Dead Coloring^ 


There are some artists who use their pal- 


ettos day after day and perhaps year after 
year without ever removing all the paint 
from them, and as to their brushes they 
always keep enough on hand to make sure 
of having a good number in order. Yet 
none need suppose that it is unprofessional 
to keep palette nnd brashes clean. The for- 
mer, after having the paint taken off -with 
a flat lying palette knife—not one held -with 
the blade at a right angle for scratching— 
should be rubbed with a clean rag and pol- 
ished after each day's service. In time its 
surface will become as smooth and hard as 
glass and so bright that it will reflect light 
like a mirror. 


Neither should the brusbes be handed 


over to Bridget to be washed, as though 
they were scrubbing brushes, nor should 
they be soaked in water until the spring is 
taken out of them, nor put in turpentine 
with tbe same result, besides becoming 
gumnay. They should be carefully stroked 
over good laundry soap and shaken in 
warm—not hot—water until there is no 
sign of paint in any part of them. If 
brushes are moistened all the way up to 
the binding before they are used, it is easy 
to wash the color entirely out. 


When you have done painting, dip your 


brushes in the oil and wipe them on a cloth, 
but do not clean thorn in boiled linseed oil, 
for that will leave the hairs stiff, nnd they 
will wear out soon. Bristle brushes can 
bo cleaned in lukewarm soap and water. 
Never cl< u any brushes in turpentine; 
they do not work so well afterward. The 
turpentine seems to destroy the hair, and 
it loses its strength. Art Amateur, in ad- 
dition to the foregoing useful suggestions, 
has noted another very necessary precau- 
tion: 


After painting in your picture let it dry 


thoroughly before you apply the second 
cout. Should you lay on the second coat 
before the first is dry, your work will 
crack. Wheu your dead coloring or first 
painting is di-j', rub a little oil over the 
picture with a damp cloth. Oiling before 
painting moistens the paint already laid on 
and facilitates your work. Never leave a 
drop of oil standing on your picture, for 
when dry it forma • had spot oa your 
painting.

Gain Noted Through the Week Baa Been 


Principally In Hope. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 21.— R. G. Dun & Co.'a 


Weekly Revinw of Trade says: 


There has been much gain in hope and a 


little in. business. Assurances that the re- 
peal hill will soon be passed have again 
been accepted by traders as reason for 
buying things speculative at higher prices, 
and with money abundant oa call, $88, 000,- 
000 having been received in this city 
within 11) weeks, speculation ia stocks and 
products has an unusual stimulus and 
would have explained even more but for 
continued embarrassment of industries. 


The state of the treasury excites some

Imports are far behind those 
of last year, aud the accumulation of 
goods in bonu is unusually large, so that 
customs as well a« internal revenue re- 
ceipts decreased heavijy. Tne root of the 
difficulty is the decrease in consumption 
of all kinds, and in that respect the week 
has brought no perceptible change. 


The failures this week number 340 in 


the United States, against alO last year, 
aud 29 in Canada, against SC last year. 
The list include* one large bank at Provi- 
dence and th'-ee southern banks, but the 
number of other failures in consequence 
of large liabilities is somewhat less than 
usual.

Uyriies, with instructions to causa a 
thorough invi'stigHtiou into tuo charges 
preferred by Dr. Purkburst. 


The superintendent in his report sub- 


mitted to the board this afternoon said 
that ho had instructed Inspector Williams 
to make an investigation, and besides 
that he had detailed two of hii detectives 
to visit the places designated in the peti- 
tion HB gambling aud disorderly houses. 


In no instance wore there found viohi- 


tious of the law, although the plnces were 
visited at irregular hours during thauigbt 
and day.

sometimes much as $40. Children have 
been been born to them, and they have 
known what it is to follow the little 
white hearse over the ferry and along 
the dusty roads to tho cemetery. 


They have lived on and have seen their 


boys and girls grow up and get married. 
Thoy have seen other lives come, and 
one day they wako up and find they have 
grown old, for they have heard a child 
say "grandpa" or "grandma."

AND USE OF GLOVES. 


Origin ; at I the Torin "Deadhead"—Test 


for Fure Water—Culinary Resipes for 
tbe Kitchen. 


The woman who labors -onder the de- 


hiBion that she has d&ae her cluty to her 
hands when slje has fcought a pair of 
"6's" or "&i's" ki a presentable shade ia 
making a gvioveme error. She should al- 
ways carefully esaniifie her gloves, see- 
ing to it that the kid in the Bide finger 
pieces and.the triangle at the thumb is 
»s firm and flexible as that of the wrists; 
that the thuuabpiece is brpad enough; 
that the fingers are ffeithei- too short nor 
too long, and the hand of ttle glove large 
enough to prevent the palm from fold- 
ing into creases. 


The glove is the most forcible example 


of tho adage about treea grpwing as the 
twig is bent. If a glove is pnfc on for 
the first time carelessly, wlbh seams awry 
and finger ends not snug, it is hopeless 
to try to smooth it out at % subsequent 
wearing. Tho Beams will be twisted and 
tho flngore baggy so long as the glove 
endures, That is the reason it is wise to 
have.the gloves first put on by the firm, 
experienced hatids of a fitter. 


If this ia impossibly, the task must be 


nndertaken at hemie -when .there is plenty 
of time. The gloves must be carefully 
pressed on, every seam straight, every 
gusset in its right place, the tips of the 
fingera smooth and the wrist perfectly 
adjusted. Then it should be buttoned 
with the finest glove buttoner from the 
bottom. 
If a glove which has been 


properly worked on will not btitton from 
the bottom, it is too small. 


How the Term "Deadhead" Originated. 
D. H. Colvin, at one time mayor of 


Chicago, was for many years agent of 
the United States Express company. 
While holding tho latter position articles 
sent to him were delivered free, and such 
packages wero spoken of as "D. H.," or 
free of charge. These packages were 
known as "dead matter," and thus the 
initials came to be called "deadhead." 


How to Do Ornamental Icing on CiilccB. 
Frosting points are simply small tin 


tubes or cones with the end cut in vari- 
ous shapes, which cause the icing to as- 
sume tho form of leaves, crinkled lines 
and other devices when pressed through 
the little aperture. A point is put in- 
side a frosting V>ng (made funnel shaped) 
of thin rubber shuating. Tho frosting is 
then squeezed through this bug into tho 
point and so onto the cake. A house fur- 
nishing store will supply frosting points 
of various styles, and one-qtiarter of a 
yard of sheeting will make three of these 
rubber bags. A little practice will ren- 
der one sufficiently expert to do orna- 
mental icing very nicely.

Child Labor Increasing. 


Mr. A. P. Stevens, assistant factory in- 


spector of Illinois, said recently before the 
convention of the International Associa- 
tion of Factory Inspectors that child labor 
was increasing in spite of statutory en- 
actments intended to check the employ- 
ment of children. The census of 1880, 
ha said, gave the wage earning children 
as 1,118,258, 0110 child of every 16 robbed 
of its birthright oi' playtime, of physical 
growth and of mental training. 


"It is probable that at the present time 


not less than 2,000,000 children under 16 
are employed in workshops or factories. 
1 indorse the factory laws of Switzer- 
land, which provide, first, the minimum 
age for work iixed ut 10; second, school 
attendance made compulsory to the same 
age; 
third, factory inspectors and truant 


officers, both men and women, equipped 
with adequate salaries and traveling ex- 
ponseB, charged with the duty of remov- 
ing children from mill and workshop 
and placing them in school; fourth, am- 
ple provision for school accommodation; 
inoitej- bupplied by state, through school 
authorities, for support of orphans, half 
orphans and children who are kept out 
of school by destitution." 


How to Make a Carrot Hanging Basket. 
Cut off tho crown or large end of a 


sound carrot to the depth of about Four 
inches. Invert tho part cut off and scoop 
out the inside like n cup, half an inch 
thick at the sides, an inch thick fit the 
bottom. 
Suspend it with cords run 


through the top of the cup and hang in 
a window, keeping it full of water. The 
leaves growing out from the crown or 
the bottom of the cup curl upward as 
they grow and soon cover it with green.

Overthrow tho 


Rev. John A. Hayes of Salem, Mass., 


in a recent sermon said: A man might 
as well starve without wages as with 
wages if he does not get enough to keep 
him alive. Very few of the wage earn- 
ers get the full value of their labor. He 
yets the market value, but not the real 
value. The demand for eight hours is a 
very reasonable demand. In the past 100 
years the producing power of labor has 
increased 400 per cent. There has been 
no such increase in any other thing in 
nature. Therefore if we work eight 
hours we can produce enough, if the 
laws of nature are not interfered with, 
to make us all comfortable. It is a sin- 
gular tiuug about this problem that 
those who ought to be labor's best friends 
are often its worst enemies. Monopo- 
lists do not give up their powers until 
they are forced to; kings don't give up 
their crowns until they are compelled to. 
But overthrow one king, and the others 
can be. 


loo Many Foreign Printers. 


In spite of many warnings sent to the 


typographical unions of Germany, Aus- 
tria and Switzerland by the general ex- 
ecutive board of the German-American 
Typographia in this city, the number of 
immigrant typesetters is increasing- in- 
stead of decreasing, and it is now pro- 
posed to suspend the international agree- 
ment according to which xnemb. js of 
European compositors' unions will be 
accepted by the G.-A. T. without initia- 
tion fee.—New York Evening World,

The manufac- 
turers of their own chemicals, they used 
both in this and their own experiments 
retorts and vessels similar in shape to 
bottles, and these vessels with their va- 
rious colored fluids became associated 
in the public mind with the men who 
used them, and hence became signs. 


How to Make Butlarmilk Biscuits. 


To the country wifa they are not tin- 


common, but to the city married woman 
they are rare. Neither yeast nor baking 


i powder is required iii their composition. 
' Take a quart of buttermilk, into which 


uifb flower enough to make thin batter. 
Cover the mixture over in a crock and 
allow it to rise until morning. Then 
tako the usual amount of flour used for 
the family, with which salt and soda are 
sifted, using one-fourth teaspoonful of 
the latter ingredient. Use lard of suffi- 
cient quantity, thoroughly mixed with 
the right proportion of flour. Then take 
tho batter, which serves in the place of 
water. Care must be ueed in not getting 
the dough too thin to roll. After the 
.bread is ready for the stove, cook in a 
quick oven. The biscuits will be found 
far richer and sweeter than the ordinary 
water and baking powder ones.

with the same result, besides becoming 
gummy. They should be carefully stroked 
over good laundry soap and . shaken in 
warm—not hot—water until there is no 
sign of paint in any part of them. If 
brushes are moistened all the way up to 
the binding before they are used, it is easy 
to wash the color entirely out.. 


When you have done painting, dip your 


brush es in the oil and wipe them on a cloth 
but do not clean thorn in boiled linseed-oil' 
for that will leave tha hairs stiff,- and they 
will wear out soon. Bristle brushes can 
be cleaned in lukewarm soap and water 
Never cl( n .any brushes in turpentine- 
they do not work so well afterward. The 
turpentine seems to destroy the hair, and 
it loses its strength. .Art Amateur, in ad- 
dition to the foregoing useful suggestions, 
has notod another very necessary precau- 
tion: 


Af ber painting in your picture let it dry 


thoroughly before you apply the second 
coat. Should you lay on the second coat 
before the first is dry, your work will 
crack. Wl en your dead coloring or first 
painting is dry, rub a little oil over the 
picture with a damp cloth. Oiling before 
painting moistens the paint already laid on 
and facilitates your work. Never leave a 
drop of oil standing on your picture, for 
•when dry it forma m bad spot on your 
jnaiating.

I snld, no. I had not oiled my engine 
yet, and I took iny oilcan Had got off at 
thu side farthest front tbe depot on the 
south side. Soott camp around on my side 
of the engine and handeid my orders and 
said to me: 'No. 9 lias xone through. The 
dispatcher i.s orasy about us not getting 
out of here.' 


*'I hurried up and not thronch oiling, 


and at Dhat tin\a Conductor Scott asked 
toe if I w;*e roady to go. I asked turn if he 
waa sure No. 0 hud KO»O through. He said: 
'Yes, she h«8.' My fireman heard that. 
After he said that No. 9 had gouo through 
I asked him how the board was. He said: 
'All clear; look out for the board at Belle- 
vue.' I Rot upon my scat and started the 
engine. I did not pass any switch engine, 
as had beeu reportetj, on the double track.

He told his story to the police iu so 


straightforward a manner that they gave 
It the utmost credence. Paquett's story 
Is that tit about 11 o'clock he was on his 
way from Boston to Clieleoa. The Chelsea 
bridge was very dark, and there was 
nobody in sight. He waa near" the first 
draw, wheu a tall, rough-looking man 
sprung from the shadow and seized him 
by the throat with strangling grasp. 


Two others, smaller iu stature but no 


less rough in appearance, jumped to their 
nrincipal'a assistance, aad while one of 
(iietu pinioned his arajs, the other went 
through his pockets. In a wallet he had 
$50. 
This they took, and then lifting him 


clear from the ground attempted to throw 
hi01 over the bridge's railing. 
He strm?- 


pled violently, and catching hold oJ the 
uppermost rail clung to it. 


For a few minutes they were unable to 


loosen his grip and he was able to cry out 
several times. 
Then one ot them egain 


seized him by the throat, effectually pre- 
venting further outcries. 
Finally, for all 


his struggles, they threw him overboard. 
He was bruised and almost stunned, buc 
the cold water revived him, and as he 
came to the suiface he saw that an electric 
car was approachiusr. 
He managed to 


tnuke himself heard by the passengers and 
conductor, and by them was he rescued. 


Paquett is 53 years old. He formerly 


worked In Chelsea ia a sowing machine 
salesroom ou Broadway. Some time ago 
he went to Providence, where he has since 
lived. Yesterday he came to Boston on 
business, and waa on the way to hl» for- 
nior lodgings iu Chelsea when he was as- 
saulted and so nearly lost his life. 


THE MACH1AS ASHORE. 


Hor Powerful Engine*, However, Bnafeled 


Her to Pall Off. 


CHATHAM, Mnas., Oct. SI.—The Unltsd 


States gunboat Macbius was ashore on 
Chatham bars last evening, but was for- 
tunate enough to get off again without 
material injury. Just at sunset the cruiser 
was sighted coming xindcr a full head of 
steam from the northward and hugging 
the shore In what appeared to be rather 
dangerous proximity. 
The moon was 


shining clearly und the movements of the 
gunboat could be clearly seen- from the 
outlook. 


Suddenly the gunboat was seen to come 


to a sudden stop, aad it was then discov- 
ered that she was aground close to the 
danfzorous breaker, "Roaring Bull." No 
communication took place between the 
crew of the lifeboat and the Machias, and 
therefore no full particulars of the real 
cause of ehe accident eeuld be assigned. 
The beach at the point mentioned rans 
out to a long distance, and the cruiser 
made the mistake of running too closely 
in shore. 


Tho escape of the gunboat from her 


dangerous predicament was most lucky, 
and there is little doubt she would have 
pounded to pieces had she not beeu able to 
draw off by the aid of her powerful en- 
gines. 


AN EXTENSION OF TIME 


Wontd Kaenlt In Manv Chlnei* Taking 


Out Recftrrutiun Paper*. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—The president 


sent to the senate a message transmitting 
the report of the secretary of state in 
reply to the Dolph resolution of inqairy 
concerning the attitude of China with 
regard to the extension of time for the re- 
gistration of Chinese laborers. The report 
says: 


While the government was net formally re- 


quested that the time for registration pro- 
vided In tho G eary law bo extended, and uo 
formal assurance has been given that if 
extended Chinese laborers in tlie United 
States will take out certificates, aa provided 
by the act, tho Chinese minister has repeat- 
edly us-iertcd In conference with the tinder- 
siftned that his countrymen in the United 
States at tho time of the passage of the act, 
on tlia advioo of eminent counael ivnd in good 
faith, refrained from reuisterlBg within the 
time allowed, and that it would be unjust to 
deny them another opportunity to register. 
The minister more than once has given assur- 
ance that an additional opportunity to regis- 
ter would afford his government great satis- 
faction.

Passage of Repeal Depends Upon one 


Small Point. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—When the sen. 


ate entered upon the fourth installment 
of the legislative day of Tuesday, Mr. 
Voorheea (Dem., Ind ) gave notice of aa 
amendment to the rules. He said it was 
substantially the amendment proposed by 
Mr. Hill, with some additions. It provides 
whenever any bill or resolution is pending 
before the senate as unfinished business, 
»ud ahull hSve been debated SO days?, any 
aenator at any time may move to fix a 
time for voting thereon. 


Such motion shall not toe amendable or 


debatable and shall be immediately put, 
nod, if passed by a majority of the senate, 
the vote upon the blH or resolution, and 
upon all amendments pending shall be 
held at the date fixed in the original mo- 
tion, without debate or amendment, ex- 
cept by unanimous consent. 


During the pendency of the motion to 


fix a date for the vote, and also at the time 
fixed by the senate for a vote, no motion of 
any kind shall be entertained until the 
bill or resolution shall have been finally 
voted upon. 


The senate then, upon a motion of Mr. 


Voorhees, proceeded to' the consideration 
of executive business. 


The senate opened its doors at 8 o'clock. 


The bouse bill to suspend for the year 
1893 the law requiring $100 worth of labor 
to be expended on improvements made on 
each mining claim was passed, after an 
amendment excluding corporations from 
its benefit. 
A conference with the bouse 


wa» asked. The repeal bill wa» then taken 
up, and Mr. Peffer (Pop., Kan.) offered 
a free coinage amendment. 
With sonic 


slight exceptions, It revives the law of 
1837. 
Mr. Peffer than resumed his speech 


•gainst the bill until 8 o'clock, when the 
senate took a recess. 


A Talk With Senator Gorman. 


Senator Gorman, who has been from the 


first one of the shrewdest promoters of a 
feasible solution of the pending deadlock 
on the silver question in the senate, says, 
concerning the status of the silver prob- 
lem: 


"All there is in it is the question of limit 


of time for the continuance of the pur- 
chases of silver. It may be a little while 
before the matter on this line can be fully 
adjusted, but it is certain to come out 
that wtiy. There never was asy other 
way. 
That I have claimed from the first. 


As I understand it, the president, wbUe 
preferring unconditional repeal, is not dis- 
posed to interpose objection to the fixing 
of a limit, when silver purchases shall stop. 


"I think Jon. 1, 18S3, a fair limit. Un- 


derstand this does not mean the final dis- 
position of the silver question, but it wipes 
out all existing conditions which are of 
floubtful expediency, and then we can 
nxree upon some adjustment. 
The ex- 


tremes of both sides have caused a very 
wrong judgment on. silver. The country 
will find that silver is an indispensable 
medium of a (treat commercial union. 
It 


always has been and possibly always will 
be, but conditions change with the devel- 
opment of things, and sometimes it is 
pecessary to ndjust to these new condi- 
tions. That ia whac we want to do with 
silver, and that Is what will be done. 


Extremes Should M«et. 


"Senator Sherman discussed this whole 


question before congress met. It was 
then proposed to repeal the whole silver 
act of 1890. When congress got together 
It was proposed only to repeal the pur- 
chasing clause. This had some appear- 
ance of a direct blow at silver and natur- 
ally rallied all the silver advocates in its 
lupport. lu my opinion all the interests 
of the country ask la some definite policy. 
By fixing a time In the future we will 
work up to the requirements of the mone- 
tary operations of our groat und growing 
country. 


"1 hardly think that the silver state sen- 


ators will object to this solution, but of 
course no movements can be held in that 
flireotion until we are sure of our own 
footing. 
Borne of our own people have 


be«n very extreme in their advocacy of un- 
conditional repeal, but that is impracti- 
cable. 


''If the administration acquiesces heart- 


ily in the proposed solution it will prob- 
ably carry all its friends. 
Whatever the 


position of the Republican senators may 
be, I am confident they will not obitruct. 
They may differ as to the limit of time, but 
that can be easily adjusted." 


M»y !'»»» Next Week. 


Seven or eisht Democratic sen ators vis- 


ited Secretary Carlisle as the representa- 
tive of the administration at the treasury, 
and submitted to him a proposition to 
take the place of the repeal measure now 
before the senate, which they thought 
practically all the Democratic senators 
would support. 
Secretary Carlisle dis- 


sented from some of the terms of the 
proposition, nnd showed wherein they 
would in practical operation be objection- 
able. 


There is excellent reason for saying, 


however, thut before the middle of next 
week the repeal bill will pass to take 
effect not later than the first of October. 
probably with a provision authorizing the 
secretary of the treasury to issue bonds 
not exceeding $800,000,008 and coin the 
geigniisrapca now lu the treasury.

THE HOUSEHOLD 


FRENCH CAKES AN EASY DISH 


TO MAKE. 


Fashion and Sentiment in Silver—Triple 


Paper Lamp Shades—Valuable Keceipes 
for Houcekeeperi. 
To some housekeepers the following; sug- 


gestion will not be new, but to many the 
dishes will have that merit, with the addi- 
tional recommendation of being exceeding- 
ly tempting to eye and palate alike: 


A dainty dash is a St. Jlonore. 
The 


foundation »f this t* the same paate as that 
fchich is used tor ehoux cakes, chocolate 
iclairs, beignetB souffles, etc., and is made 
us follows: Pla.ce a tumblerful of Water, 
the weight of an egg in sugar and butter, a 
pinch of salt and a drop of flavoring es- 
sence in a linod saucepan. 


Let these boil, then stir in very gradually 


enough flour to make a stiff paate. Let 
this also boil up once, then draw it away 
from the fire ana let it cool, after which 
stir in gradually two or three beaten eggs 
utitil the past" is soft enough to drop from 
a bpoon. Bufctor a piece of thick white pa- 
per, with half th« quantity of paste make a 
round cake and spread it evenly with the 
blade of a knife, Uhe Chicknesa of half a 
finger's breadth only. Bake tbis in a mod- 
erately quick oven for 20 minutes. 


On a separate sheet of buttered paper 


drop the remainder of the paste by tea- 
spoonfuls to form little balls. When these 
are cooked, make a little el oar caramel, coat 
the balls all over with this, then attach 
them with it to the outer edgo of the round 
cake and place some small strips of candied 
fruits here and there between them. Fill 
the center of the cake with fruit meringue, 
whipped cream or a thick custard, and 
drop one or two candied cherries about the 
surface. This dtsh also is good cold. 


An easily made aweet is a Marquis. For 


this use a sponge cake a day or two old and 
of a pyramidal form. Slice it across In even 
slices half an inch thick, beat a littlect-eam 
until quite smooth, spread each slice with 
it, pile up to its original shape, then coat 
over the outside with melted chocolate— 
the tablet chocolate melted with a little 
water is the best. Let it dry thoroughly 
before serving. 


Chocolate eclaira are not difficult to 


make. 
The paste as made for the St. 


Honors is dropped by spoonfuls on to but- 
tered paper in an elonxated form. When 
these have baked they are split open at the 
side, filled IB with good cusfcard, closed up 
again, and tho upper portion coated with 
melted chocolate. 


Choux cakes are formed by dropping the 


same paste by tublespoonfuls on to the 
baking sheet, and placing a morsel of soft 
bread in the center of each round, in order 
to preserve a hollow. When thsy are baked, 
the bread is removed, and its place filled 
with a rick custard.

A Triple Paper Lamp Shade. 


To make these, composed of three dis- 


tinct colors, one above another, the crimped 
papers should be obtained in three well as- 
sorted tints. They are best arranged on 
the wire placed over the lamp. Slip the 
paper over, dniw it together at the top, 
leaving a good heading, and then tie it 
loosely with string round the wire, by 
which means you can regulate the fullness 
carefully till it is equal all round, and then 
tighten the string. In the same way place 
the two other papers separately over. The 
lowest paper is then beiit under about two 
inches above the edgo, the next is formed 
into a couple of waves, and the upper one 
drawn up in waves above, so that it makes 
sibout five Vandykes all round. The paper 
remains as you press it, and the result is a 
Host pretty, graceful shade. 


Class Curtains. 


Glass curtains figure among French nov- 


elties for house furnishings. They are in 
colored glass and have tho effect when 
closed of stained glass. They consist of. a 
series of little squares of colored glass, each 
set in a small zinc frame, the squares being 
attached to each, other at the four corners 
by little S shaped hooks. It is stated that 
they can be as easily taken down and 
moved as any other curtains, and in the 
case of changing from ope size of window 
to another can be easily enlarged or de- 
creased in size by the addition or subtrac- 
tion of a certain number of squanss. They 
are also easily cleaned, and one of their par- 
ticular attractions is said to be cheapness.

A FRENCHMAN TELLS WHAT VEO 


ETARIANISM DID FOR HIM- 


A Good Xiangh 
Recommended, for tbe 


Health,- Sleeping Soon After Meal* Not 
HcHllhy. 
Vegetarianism has made a distinguished 


convert in the person of M. Francisque 
Barcey, who since April last has not touched 
any meat. Ho has written a most interest- 
ing account of his experience to a Paris 
paper. 
He says he is only a "moderate 


vegetarian" — that i^jjfao only eschews meat 
and admits eggs, butter, cheese, milk and 
fish iuto hia regime. Contrary to the ex- 
pectation of both himself and his Wends, 
he finds that he is in much more vigorous 
health and in better working condition 
under the influoacc of his new daily menu 
than before. At first he felt hungry an 
hour or two after eating, but after 15 days 
the craving for meat passed away, and now 
he not only eats at the same hours aa be- 
fore, but consumes much loss.

coffee which he has been in the habit of 
taking. Altogether he is very enthusi- 
astic and closes his dietetic confession by 
asking others to'try his system. "The first 
week is rather hard to beur, but try it; you 
will soon feel tho benefit," suya tho eminent 
critic. 


food and Fat. 


Human fat ia compoaed of 19 per cent 


carbon, a little over 11 per cent hydrogen 
and a little over 0 per cent oxygen. Of 
course this fat cannot be accumulated un- 
less its ingredients are taken into the body 
in food. The food which has a preponder- 
ance oi' these ingredients can be worked off 
by open air exercise, because the oxygen of 
tho air uniting with the carbon goes out of 
the luugs in the fori of carbonic gas and 
relieves the system 01 o much fat. This is 
the reason why people who lend an open air 
life or who live in the country or on moun- 
tains and breathe a great deal of fresh air 
are less likely to becorpalent than businesa 
men, 
shopkeepers and othars who are habit- 


ually in an atmosphere with less oxygen 
and who take less exercise. Open air respira- 
tion is one of the beat ways to work oil fat, 
Bays an exchange. 


Sleeping After Moal*. 


A foreign medical correspondent of the 


New York Herald points out that it is not 
a good thing to sleep after a meal, as by so 
doing there ia a risk of congestion of the 
head and especially of attracting toward 
the brain the circulation nece&sary for the 
process of digestion. But it must not 
therefore be assumed that active exercise 
is desirable after a meal. A short rest fol- 
lowed by very gentle exercise is preferable, 
as thus the gastric juices mix more thor- 
oughly with the food, and the secretions in- 
dispensable to digestion are not impeded as 
they are by active exercise. 


Anaemic persons who are in no danger of 


congestion may sleep after ineals with im- 
punity. But old persons subject to con- 
gestion, rheumatism or rush of blood to 
the head should be careful not to retire 
soon after « meal.

Buchanan Pays His Respects to Several Pluto- 


cratic Editors and Business Men,—A "Labor 
Leader" Called Down—John Burns and Sam 
Gompers. 


The New York Mail and Express dis- 


putes the claim that labor organizations 
have been the means of keeping up 
wages in tin's country. It asserts that 
to the tariff belongs the credit. 
The 
ilail and Express ia a political party 
organ nnd shapes its articles to boom it3 
party, regardless of tlio truth. I have 
no desire at this time to discuss tho tariif 
question, but in support,of tho claim 
•with which Tho Mail uad Express takes 
issue I want to call attention to a few 
fact". The traden in which the best rates 
of wages are paid iii this country are- not 
r.ff ected by the tai-JfE ono way or tho 
ether. The building, printing and trans- 
portation trades are, take it all through, 
better paid than other callings. Turn! 
docs i:ofc touch these trades, but it is a 
well known fact that they arc better or- 
ganized than the factory, mine und mill 
operatives, ancl that increases of wages 
end improvements in conditions are di- 
rectly traceable to organization. 


The "protective tariff" does not afford 


locomotive engineers and firemen, car- 
penters, painters, roofers, compositors 
or a score or more of other important 
handicrafts any sort of protection, and 
yet wages are not only higher in thoso 
callings than in nearly every one of tho 
so called protected industries, but have 
gro\vn during the past 20 years with the 
growth of their organizations. This in 
the face o£ constantly increasing meth- 
ods of cheapening production in many 
of those tradefi, as in most others, by im- 
proved machinery. The Mail and Ei- 
pres3 pays the employees in its press and 
composing rooms more today thau it did 
awhile ago, not because of the JIcKin- 
ley bill, but because of the printers' and 
pressmen's unions. That paper and oth- 
ers of its class are calling attention just 
now to the "decline of the Amalgamated 
association" and tho consequent reduc- 
tion of wages in the iron mills. The 
tariff conld not keep up wages when the 
organization began to be weakened by 
reverses. 


Let tho partisan newspapers wrangle 


to thoir fill over the tariff. Wo have to 
stand by and see them filling the work- 
ingmen's eyes with sand, because we 
must not ''meddle with politics,1' but 
when an effort is mo.de to induce or- 
ganized workingmon to desert their un- 
ions and put their trust in a McKiuley, 
n Wilson or any other kind of a tariff it 
in time to speak out. Anil I speak as I 
always have upon this subject, and what 
I say is this: As producers the working- 
mon have no interest in the tariff. 
Wages are not, eiccpt in rare cases, gov- 
erned by the ability of the employer to 
pay, but by the iron law of wr.ges, sub- 
ject only to the power of labor organiza- 
tion. 


rism between railway employees ancl 
owners may be lessened by making tlie 
employees to soiae extent their own em- 
ployera, thereby partially removing tho 
nutural antagonism which e:-:ists be- 
tween the one who hires and tho one 
who ia hired. The logical completion of 
the idea ia that the workers should be 
wholly their own employers, The prac- 
tical application of the idea is public or 
government ownership of railways.

As for myself, I like the 
Burns kind of agitation. It is radical, 
and if its ideas were applied in this coun- 
try the editor of Ths Herald would fight 
them as he never before fought. Gom- 
pers ia tamu compared with Burns, but 
ho honestly believes his methods are the 


j correct ones to employ in this country. 


If I think ho is wrong, my reasons are 
esactly the opposite of those apparently 
held by tho Chicago Herald.

A French-American Union. 


It is said that negotiations are in 


progress for a great international fed- 
eration of railroad employees in this 
country and France, with mutual aims 
aud an international labor bureau, with 
branches in different parts of the United 
States and France. 


Thin proposed international federation 


r.iius at nu interchange of union cards 
between members of the railroad unions 
of the old world and the new; the eli- 
gibility of a French employee, with an 
authorized union card for membership 
in railroad unions in this country, should 
work be scarce in France, and vice 
versa, and a system of co-operation by 
which the state of employment in both 
countries would bo mutually known, 


All this has been brought about by a 


growing recognition of the fact that the 
methods of tmda unionism are changing 
rapidly in this country and more gradu- 
ally in France. The French labor lead- 
ers made the first proposal for the in- 
ternational federation and were stimu- 
lated to do so by the formation of the 
uew American Railway union in this 
country,

Origin I of ; the Term "Deadhead"—Tefct 


for Pare TVatev—Culinary .Recipes for 
the Kitchen. 


The woman jvboTabors 'ander the de- 


Itieion that she!bas done her duty to her 
hands when ah,e hasbought a 'pair of 
"G's" or "ftj's" in a, -presentable shade ia 
making a grievous error. She should al- 
ways carefully, examine her gloves, see- 
ing to it that the kid in tHe side finger 
pieces and.the triangle at the thumb is 
ta firm and flexible as that of the wrists; 
that the thumbpiece is broad enough; 
that tne fingers are neither too short nor 
too long, and the .hand/of Jibs, glove large 
enough to prevent the''.palm from fold- 
tag into creases. 


The glove 13 the most forcible example 


of the-adage, about treea.grpwing as the 
twig is bent. '. If a glove is put 'on for 
the first time carelessly, witiiseams awry 
and finger ends not scrag, it is hopeless, 
to try to smooth it out at ^ subsequent 
•wearing. The seams -will be twisted and 
the flngerB_ baggy so long as the glove 
endures. 'That'is the reason it ia -wise to 
have.the gloves first put catty the firm, 
experienced hands of a fitter. 


• If- this'iaj impossibly, the task must be 
nndertaken'at'hotce-when.there is plenty 
of time. The glwea inusi "be carefully 
pressed.on, every sa'ain' straight, every 
gusset in its. right place,, the tips of ,tha 
fingers smooth and the, wriet perfectly 
adjusted. Then it should be buttoned 
•with the finest glove bnttoner from the 
bottom. 
If a glove which has been 


properly •worked on will not button from 
the bottom, it is.too small. 


Sow the Term."Doadhead".Originated. 
D. H. Colviu, at one time m»yor of 


Chicago, was for many years agent of 
the United Statas Express company. 
While holding the latter position articles 
sent to him were delivered free, and such 
packages were spoken of as "D. H.," or 
free of charge. These packages were 
known as "dead ' matter," and thus the 
initials came to be called "deadhead." 


Eow to Do Ornamental Icing OB Cukca. 
Frosting points are simply small .tin 


tubes or cones with the end cut in vari- 
ous shapes, which cause the icing "to as- 
sume the form of leaves, crinkled lines 
and other 'devices when pressed through 
the little aperture. A point is put in- 
side a frosting bag (made funnel shaped) 
of thin rubber sheeting. The frosting is 
then squeezed through this bag into the 
point and so onto the cake. A house fur- 
nishing store will supply frosting points 
of various styles, and one-qnarter of a 
yard of sheeting will make threo of these 
rubber baga. A little practice will ren- 
der'one sumciently-'expert to do' orna- 
mental icing very nicely.

Cliild,Labor Increasing. 


Mr. A. P. Stevens, assistant factory in- 


spector of Illinois, Btiidrecently before the 
convention of the Iriternationa-1 Associa- 
tion of Factory Inspectors that child labor 
was increasing in spite of statutory en- 
actments intended to check' the employ- 
ment of cnildren. , The census of 18SO, 
hs said, gave the wage earning .children 
as 1,118,258, ono dhild of every 18 robbed 
of its birthright of playtime, of physical 
growth and of mental training. 


"It is probable that at thepresenttime 


not less than 2,000,00.0 children under 16 
aro employed in workshops .or factories. 
I indorse the factory laws of Switzer- 
land, which .provide,- first, the minimum 
age for work fixed at 10; second, school 
attendance made compulsory- to the same 
age; third, factory inspectors and truant 
officers, both men and :-women, equipped 
with adequate salaries and traveling ex- 
penses, charged with tha duty of remov- 
ing children from mill -and workshop 
and placing them in school; fourth, am- 
ple provision for school accommodation; 
money supplied by state, through school 
authorities, for support of orphans, half 
orphans and children who are kept out 
of school by destitution." 


Overthrow tho Klngi. 


Rev. John A. Hayes of Salem, Mass., 


in a recent sermon said: A.man. might 
as well starve .without wages as -with 
wages if he does1 not get enough to keep 
him alive. Very few of the wage earn- 
ers get the full value of their labor: He 
gets tbe market value, but not the real 
value. The demand for eight hours is a 
very reasonable.demand. In 'the past 100 
years the producing' power .of labor has 
increased 400 per cent. There has been 
no such increase in any other thing in 
nature. Therefore if-we work eight 
hours we can produce enough, if tha 
laws of nature are not interfered -with, 
to make ns all comfortable. . It is a sin- 
gular tiding about this problem that 
those who ought to.be labor'sbest friends 
are often its w.orst, enemies. Monopo- 
lists do not give up their powers until 
they are'forced to; kings don'lrgiveiip 
their crowns until they are-compelled to.

It is only since 1810 that machinery has> 


been employed to any extent in the manu- 
facture of nails. Previous to that date they 
were made by hand by forging on au anvil, 
and great numbers of men were employed 
in the industry, there having been as many 
as 00,000 nailers in the ueiKhborhood of Bii^ 
minKham alone. It appears that as early 
as 1606 a patent was obtained for cutting 
nail rods by water power by Sir Davis Bul- 
mer. An improvement on this was patented 
in 1018 and a now invention in 1790, which 
last was the lirt>t nail naachinein actual use. 
It was patented by Thomas Clifford, and 
used in French's factory at Wi in burn, 
Staffordshire, in 17913. Toward the close of 
the last century many patents were ob- 
tained iu the United States for new ma- 
chines and improvements on old ones. 


Many of the fii-ht inventors spent largo 


sums ot money on their machines, and it 
has been estimated that it cost fully $1,000,- 
000 to bring them to thu perfection attained 
in 1810, when a machine made 100 nails a 
minute. The machine invented by Jesse 
Reed of Massachusetts aboiif/lSOO is tbe 
one which first came into general use, and 
this, wfch some improvements, ia the oue 
most largely used today. Iu 1810 Joseph 
C. Dyer of Boston, then a merchant in Lon- 
don, look out patents in England for the 
nail machinery invented iu Massachusetts. 
It was at once widely introduced, and largo 
manufacturing efctablishmecta were soon 
established. 
Some factories, at Birming- 


ham are now capablu of juaking ever 40,- 
000,000 nails a week. 


Tho term penny, used to indicate the size 


of nails, is supposed to be a corruption of 
pound. 
Thu •<, a font-penny nail was one 


such that 1,0<X> of them weighed four 
pounds; 
a tenpenny, such that 1,000 


weighed 10 pounds. Originally the "hun- 
dred," when applied to nails, meant Six- 
score or 130, consequently the thousand was 
1,200. In France the greater part of the 
nails used in carpentry work are made of 
soft iron wire, pointed with the hummer, 
and the head is formed by pinching them 
in a toothed vise.

distance, or passed thixwRh blazinj? fire 
with nothing but a thia shirt covering hie 
body, or walked over live brands; hence the 
exprtsuion, "to haul over the coals." If 
unhurt, he was declared innpcont, 


Much more common was the trial by wa- 


ter, hot or cold, The accused thrust his 
arm into boiling water ^p take out some 
small object placed therein. After a lapse 
of three days the avm was examined, and 
if no hurt was visible the person was pro- 
nouuced guiltless. The expression being 
"in hot water" had its origin in this ordeaL 
Sometimes a person for friendship or for 
hire would undertake the ordeal in plac« 
of another, and this gave rise to the ex- 
pression "to go through fire and water" for 
another.

BATTLE CKEEK. .Mica., Oct. 21.—The 


error of one human being—of a man who 
crouches affrighted like it hunted animal 
In n prison cell—led to tho greatest rail- 
load horror In the history ol Michigan 
yesterday, and 26 human lives have paid i j^ been literally cooked. 
the penalty ot the moment's negligence. 


Two trains, both luden with passeugers, 


met in a direct bead-on collision on the 
Grand Trunk mad at 3:45 yesterday morn- 
ing in the suburbs of tbia city. That the 
xmmbor of dead and injured was not four- 
fold greater is dus to the fortunate effect 
that the collision occurred in the suburbs 
ot a city Instead of in tbe open country. 
Where both trains would have been run- 
ning at full speed. 


AB It Is. 36 charred, disfigured and un- 


recognizable .bodirs lie in the morgue, and 
87 marred nnrt bleeding victims are groan- 
Ing in the charity hospital. How many 
ol these wounded may bo in the death list 
no one oftn toll, for the injuries in many 
cases are internal find unfathomable to 
the only superficial medical examination 
that is DOW possible. 


All that surgical science can do is being 


done, and the officials of the Chicago and 
Grnnd Trunk railroad are doing all that ia 
possible. 


The two trains whicb. met face to face 


•jfere both regular trains, although each 
tvas considerably behind time. One was a 
Baymond Sc Whitcomb special train re- 
turninff from the World's fair and bound 
for New York and Boston, and the other 
•was the 
regular Puciflc express west- 


bound train. 


The Raymond & Whitcomb mis running 


as an extra section of ft regular train, and 
was, therefore, "n regular" In the phrase- 
ology of the railroad men. 


Trainman at Fnnlt. 


The engineer of the latter train had 


positives orders to sidetrack for tho express 
at a siding east of this city. He ignored 
these orders, and BOO feet beyond this sid- 
ing he met the eastbound train full on. 


Both trains wore wrecked and half tho 


train of the Pacific express was demol- 
ished and burned. The Raymond & Whit- 
comb train, being composed almost en- 
tirely of. heavy sleepers', escaped serious 
lolary, and none ot tho excursionists lost 
their lives. The engineers and firemen of 
both train* jumpsd iu time to BUVC their 
lives, but 26 passengers of the Pacific ex- 
press met almost instant death. 


The day coaches ia the front part of 


this train were telescoped and burned, and 
of the 26 human remains at tho morgue 
conjectures can only be made as to the 
identity oi six. Twenty remain entirely 
unidentified. Those identified by letters 
or articles in their clothing are:

Yesterday afternoon Justice Henry Is-

He 
could not furrilsa tha bail and was taken 
to jail. It was learned that Conductor 
Scott bad gone to Port Huron, and after 
Justice Henry bad heard the engineer's 
cuitementof the collision he, ordered tlie 
officer to telegraph to Port Huron to have 
Scott arrested. Scott, however, voluntar- 
ily returned last night. 


JEnclnaer Wooley'fl Statement. 


Engineer "Wooley made this statemant 


to Justice Henry: "When my engiue wus 
coupled ou the train at the depot, Con 
ductor Scott asked me if I -was ready to 
go. I said, no. I had not oiled my ensim 
yet, and I took in y oilcan nod got off o 
tbe side farthest from tbe depot on the 
south side. Scott com?around on my side 
of the engine and banded my orders and 
said to me: 'No. 9 has gone through. The 
dispatcher is crazy ubout us not getting 
out of here/ 


'"I hurl-led np and got through oiling 


and at chat tim,e Conductor Scott askec 
me if I w.ts-reidy to go. 1 askcid him if b 
was sure No. B had gone through. He said 
'Yes, she hus.' My fireman heard that 
After he said that No. 9 lind gono through 
I asked him how the board was. He said: 
'All clear; look out for the board at Belle- 
rue.' I KOt upon my sea* and started the 
engine. I did not pass any switch engine, 
as had beeu reported on the double track. 
After I got into the yards I saw a hand- 
light. I thought at first it was the switch 
engine, but in a moment I saw she was 
coming too fast. 


"I shut the throttle and stopped the train 


and was standing still wbeu No. 9 struck 
my engine. I went to get off, but before I 
could do so I was thrown against tbe tank 
and my aide was hurt. 
I asked my fire- 


man after the wreck if he remembered 
what Conductor.Scott had said to him. He 
said he did. He told me that No. 9 had 
gone through. I saw Conductor Scott rfter 
the "wreck. 
He was much excited. 1 


asked htm in regard to the order again. 
He muttered something, and ssid thai he 
thought that No. 9 had gone." 


Railroad men say, however, that even if 


Scott had made the statement attributed 
to hi™ by Woolef, (his would not have 
jusuned the engineer iu disooeying hia or- 
ders.

The senate then, upon a motion of Mr. 


Voorhees, proceeded to the consideration 
at executive business. 


The senate opened its doors at 8 o'clock. 


The house bill to suspend for the year 
1883 the law requiring S100 worth of labor 
to be expended ou improvements made on 
e"ach mining claim was passed, after an 
amendment excluding corporations from 
Its benefit. A conference with the bouse 
was asked. The repeal bill was then taken 
up, and Mr. Peffer (Pop., Kan.) offered 
a free coinage amendment. 
With some 


slieht exceptions, it revives the law of 
1837. 
Mr. PefEer then resumed his speech 


against the bill until 3 o'clock, when the 
senate took a recess. 


A Talk With Senator Gnrmnn. 


Senator Gorman, who has been from the 


first one of the shrewdest promoters of a 
feasible solution of the pending deadlock 
on the silver question in the senate, says, 
concerning the status of the silver prob- 
lem:"All there is in it is the question of limit 
of time for the continuance of the pur- 
chases ot silver. It may ba a little while 
before the matter on this line can be fully 
adjusted, but it is certain to come out 
that way. There never was asy other 
way. 
That I have claimed from the first. 


As I understand it, the president, while 
preferring uncondli/ionftl repeal, is not dis- 
posed to Interpose objection to the fixing 
of a limit whan silver purchases shall stop. 


"I think Jan. 1, 18S5, a fair llmlc. Un- 


derstand this does not mean the final dis- 
position ot'the silver question, but it wipes 
out all existine conditions w'blch. are of 
doubtful expediency, and then we can 
ngree upon some adjustment. 
The ex- 


tremes of both sides have caused a very 
wrong judgment on sliver. The country 
will find that silver is an indispensable 
medium of a (treat commercial union. It 
always has been and possibly always will 
be, but conditions ohacge with the deviil- 
opmtnt of things, and sometimes it is 
tieceesary to adjust to these new condi- 
tions. That is what we want to do .with 
silver, and that Is what will be-done. 


Extremes Should Meet. 


"Senator Sherman discussed this whole 


question before congress met. 
It was 


then proposed to repeal the whole silver 
oat of 1890. When congress got together 
It was proposed only to repeal the pur- 
chasing clause. This had some appenr- 
Bnce of a direct blow at silver and natur- 
ally rallied all the silver advocates in it= 
support. In my opinion all the interests 
of the country ask Is some definite policy. 
By Hxlng a time ill the future we will 
work up to the requirements of the mone- 
tary operations of our great and growing 
country. 


"1 hardly think that the silver state sen- 


ators will object to this solution, but ol 
course no movements can be held in that 
flireotlon until we are sure of our own 
tooting. Some of our uwn. people have 
been very extreme in their advocacy of un- 
conditional repeal, but that is" impracti- 
cable. 


"If the administration acquiesces heart- 


ily in the proposed solution it will prob- 
ably carry all its friends. 
Whatever the 


prisition ot the Republican senators may 


i be. I am confident they will not .obstruct, 
they may differ as to the limit of time, but 
that oan ba easily adjusted."

Fashion and Sentiment In Silver—Triple 


Paper JLamp Shades—Valuable Keoelpes 
for Housekeepers. 
To some housekeepers the following sug- 


gestion will not be new, but to many tie 
dishes will have that merit, with, the addi- 
tional recommendation, of beln/i exceeding- 
ly tempting to eye and palate jililce: 


A dainty dish is a St. Honore. The 


foundation of this;fi the same paste as that 
flrhich is used for choux cakes, chocolate 
iclairs, beijzaets souffles, etc., and is made- 
RS follows: Place a tuinbWful of Water, 
the weight of an egg in sugar and butter, a 
pinch of salt and a drop of flavoring es- 
sence in a lined saucepan. 


Let these toil, then stir in -?ery gradually 


enough flour to snake a sttff paate. Let 
this also boil up once, then draw it away 
from the fire and let it cool, after whioh 
stir in gradually two or three beaten eggs 
until the paste is soft enough, to drop from 
a spoon. Butter, a place of thick white pa- 
per, with half the quantity of posts make a 
round cake and spread It evenly with the 
blade of a knife, the thickness of half a 
finger's breadth only. Bake this in a mod- 
erately quick oven for 20 mlmitos. 


On a separate sheet of buttered paper 


drop the remainder of the paate by tea- 
spoonfuls to form little balls. When these 
are cooked, tnnke n. little clear caramel, coat 
the balls all over with this, then attach, 
them with'It to the outer edge of the round 
cake and place some small strips of candled 
fruits here and there between them. Pill 
the center of the cake with fruit meringue, 
whipped cream or a thick custard, and 
drop one or two candled cherries about the 
surface. This dish alsp'is good cold. 


An easily"mado^weet is "a Marquis. ITor 


this use a epopge cake a.day or two old and, 
of a pyramidal form. Slice it across in even 
slices half an inch thick, beat a little cream 
until quite smooth, spread each, slice with 
it, pile up to its ortg-Snal shape, then coat 
over the outside with melted chocolate— 
the tablet chocolate melted with a little 
water is the best. Let It dry thoroughly 
before serving. 


Chocolate .eclairs are not difficult to 


make. 
The paste as made for the St. 


Honore is dropped by spoonfuls on fcobut- 
tered paper in an elongated form. When 
these hare baked they are split open at the 
side, filled in with good custard, closed up 
again, and tho upper portion coated with, 
melted chocolate. 
. Choux cakes are formed by dropping the 
same paste by tablespoonfuls on to the 
baking sheet, and placing n morsel of sofo 
bread in the center of eac'i round, in order 
to preserve a hollow. Whisn thny are baked, 
the bread is removed.'and its place filled 
with a rich custard.

Some Queer Cases of Optical 


Ordeala - of - the Hark 
Acn>—Curfoui 


TiUoi for Sermons—TallamanLc Gems. 


It is only since 1810 that machinery has 


been employed to any extent in the manu- 
facture of nails. Prerioua to that date they 
were mode by hand hy forging on an anvil, 
nnd great numbers of men "were employed 
In the industry, there having been us many 
B9 00,000 nailers in tie neighborhood of Bir- 
mingham alone. It appears that 03 early 
as 1606 a patent vrns obtained for cutting 
nail roda by water power by Sir Davis Bul- 
.mer. An.improvement on this .was patented 
in 1018 and a new invention in 1790, which 
Jast.was the ficstnaU machine in actual use. 
It was patented .by Thomas Clifford, and 
used in, French's factory, at Wimburn, 
Staffordshire, in 1792. Toward the close of 
the last, century many patents were ob- 
tained in the United States for new ma- 
chines and improvements on old ones. 


Many o£ the first inventors .spent large 


sains of money p» their, jnnciines,.and it 
has been estimated, that it cost fully $1,000,- 
000 to bring thein to the perjeotisn attained 
in 1810, when a machine made 100 nails a 
minute. The machine iuVente'd by Jesse 
Reed of Massachusetts aboue>1800 ia the 
ono which flrsfi came into general use, and 
this, with some improvemerita, is the one 
most largely used today, .Iu 1810 Joseph 
C. Djer of Boatou, then a merchant in Lon- 
don, took out patQiits iD..Enfiland for the 
nail machinery invented ^Massachusetts. 
It was at oiico widely introduced, and large 
manufacturing establishments were soon 
established. 'Some factories, at Birming- 
ham are now capable of making over 40,- 
000,000 nails a week. 
. -• 


. The terra penny, used to indicate the size 
of nails, is'supposed to be a corruption of • 
pound. Thus, a fourpeimy nail was ona 
such that 1,000 of thein weighed four 
pounds; 
a tenpeiiny, snch that 1,000 


weighed 10 pounds. Originally the "hiin- 
dred," when applied to nails, meant six- 
score or IliO, consequentlythethousand was 
1,200. In France the RTeater part of the 
nails used in carpentry work are made of 
soft iron wire, pointed with the hammer, 
and the head is formed by. pinching them 
in a toothed vise. 


An Optical Illusion.

It can. however, be; very 
eagily pr.oved by drawing two lines with a 
pencil across, the .straight bisecting.Unes, 
when the arch will at once appear in its 
proper form, although until this is done the 
eye refuses to perceive the factt and tlie ap- 
pearance, of two dissimilar'arches persists. 


Popular Sclenoo News points out the fact 


that this illusion is of practical importance 
to architects, who in planning buildings 
with arches should avoid placing cohimns 
in such a position .that the .arches will be 
unsymmetricaliy divided by them. 


Ordeala of the Dark Agea. 


One common method of ascertaining the 


fruilt or Innocence oE a person among the 
barbarians was by what were called ordeals 
or trials. Of these there were many forms, 
but tho chief were the ordeal by fire; the 
ordeal by water and the ordeal by battle. 


In the ordeal by fire the accused carried 


a piece of redhot iron in his hand, .for some 
distanue,, or passed through, blazing fire 
with nothing but a thin shirt covering his 
body, or walked over live brands; hence tne 
expression, "to haul over the coals." If 
unhurt, he was declared Innocent. 


Much more common was the trial by wa- 


ter, hot or cold. The accu'sen* thrust his 
arm intp .boiling water ..Jp.takp out eome 
small obj'eot placed thEr.cnv Aftor.u, lapse 
of three days the arm was examined, and 
if no hurt \vas visible the person was pro- 
nounced guiltless. The expression being 
"in hot water" had its origin, in this ordeal.

How to Make u ljastry Bag. 


Ono-third of a yard of yard wide rub- 


ber sheeting will make throe bags a foot 
square. Fold, two opposite corners to- 
gether, stitch along the edge arid rnakea 
triangular bag. 
Cut off at the point to 


make an opening lurgfe enough to insert 
tho end of a tin tube. It is convenient 
to have three bags, with openings of dif- 
ferent sizes—one for eclairs, one for lady 
fingora anil oii« for frosting. 


The tube for eclairs is three-quarters 


of an inch wide at the small end, that 
for lady fin^ors three-eighths of an inch 
and the frosting tubes of various sizes, 
some of them quite small. Fit the tube 
into the opening and fill the bag with 
the mixture. Draw the edges together 
Rnd twist the top lightly to keep out the 
air. 
Hold the bag1 in the left hand, with 


the tubo close to the place where the 
mixture is to be spread; press with the 
right hand and guide the mixture into 
any shape desired. A slight pressure is 
sufficient. 
When no longer needed, 


wash tho bag in cold water—never in 
hot—and dry carefully.

fine granulated bu?ar, sifted; a teacupful 
of flour and a level ucaspoonf ill of cream of 
tartar sifted together three times.

JLcavos From a Photograph Album— Opals 


Cut in the Cameo— To JBLeep » Watch 
From Losing 


The following description of an album, 


which dispenses with both cardboard aud 
the u<*e of a tnuuutant, will doubtless com- 
mend itself to many persons interested in 
photography. It i.s translated in Popular 
Science News from a French source. First 


rilOTOGBAPH ALBUSI. 


provide what is known as a "spring back 
lolio1'—that is to &ay, a portfolio like the 
covers of a book, with a large, .strong, hol- 
low spring buck that will grip anything 
that may be In id between the sides und 
pushed back into the, hollow. 


Tho leaves of the album are made as fol- 


lows: Good tonsil paper—mauilla wrap- 
ping paper, for instance—is cut to the re- 
quired Ki/.e and folded double. On a band 
of calico (A) 2 inches wide is pasted a 
strip of card (B) an inch wide along the 
left side. The left hand iold of the manilhi 
paper is then attached to the calico at the 
riyhl, leaving a spucc of one-eighth inch of 
calico between to act as a hinge. The nia- 
nilla paper is theu carefully folded over so 
as to bring its right hnnd fold under tha 
calico, where it is attached in like manner, 
leaving tho clear space of one-eighth inch 
as before. Four short, diagonal cuts are 
now made with a sharp knife through tho 
double leaf to hold the corners of the 
prints, which are slipped ill under the pa- 
per. If prints of different sizes have to be 
put on the opposite .sides of tho same leaf, 
all that is necessary is to slip a piece of 
gltuss clown between the folds and out each 
side separately. 


The prints can be changed about if de- 


sire.d, the femalk-r ones being made to oc- 
cupy the place of a larger one, etc.

Opals Cut In Cameo. 


Of semiprecious stones none is lovelier 


thnn the opal, with its fiery rose and an 
alternation of green and blue that shame 
the poacock, while by a change of posture 
all these starry ardors can be lost in a 
milky way of whiteness, as suits one's 
mood. Opal runs, much like a vein ol 
marble, through a matrix of brown iron- 
stone. When the vein is seen to be thick 
enough to yield good pieces, the ironstone 
is split and the opal cut out. 


But a singularly beautiful art is prac- 


ticed by a German carver, who leaves the 
matrix as a background and cuts the opal 
lyin^j attached to it, following the sugges- 
tions of color and form after the well 
known manner of a cameo. A cameo, bow- 
ever, is opaque and mere brown and white, 
whereas the opal is translucent and full of 
color. A dying aurora with a burning sun 
rising over tho sea, a mermaid "'ith the 
vos.y fire ia her cheek and the peacock tints 
in her tail, birds standing by a, pool in vio- 
let twilight, are among this artist's happi- 
est carvings. 


Why JjHitips Burn 


A lamp burning badly develops more 


heat than usual, the light is red and the 
combustion, mipertect, producing a disa- 
greeable odor. Science says this may arise 
from the air not being properly reverber- 
ated against tho flame,, or f ruin the bhape of 
the chimuey allowing of back currents, or 
from the lamp being dirty, the airholes 
clogged, the wick damp or dirt}', the pres- 
ence of a trace of vegetable or animal oil in 
the vtw-els used for tilliug or from the oil 
itself, the presence- of he<.vy oils or refining 
chemicals.. When tho oils are not homoge- 
neous, a light and heavy oil being mixed, 
the heat developed is greater than with 
either oil separately, this result being more 
pronounced than when v. poor wick ia used

Thoroughly pulverize thochalk. then mix 


it with clefn rainwater in proportion of 
two pounds per gallon. Stir well and let 
it settle for about two minutes. Tho gritty 
matter will now have settled to the bot- 
tom. 
Slowly pour the water into another 


vessel fao as not to disturb the sediment. 
Permit the whole to hUmd until entirely set- 
tled, then decant, as before. You now have 
prepared chalk ready for use, when dried. 
Spanish whiting may be treated in the 
Biime way and makes an excellent polish- 
ing powder, aays The Jewelers' Circular. 


To Keep a "Watch l<'rom Losing Time. 
During the night your watch is quiet, as 


it were—that is, it hangb in your vest with- 
out motion or touch. If you don't wind it 
at night, the mainspring is then relaxed, 
instead of being in that condition during 
the day, remarks The Industrial World. 
By winding it in the morning the main- 
spring remains close and tight all day. 
It 


keeps the movement steady at a time "when 
you are handling it, running about the city 
attending to your daily affairs. A relaxed 
mainspring at this time accounts for fine 
watches varying slightly. 


Beware of the IJog and Other Pet*. 


Ladies who are given to caressing and 


kissing their lupdogs and kittens will be 
surprised to learn that great danger lurks 
in such practices. 
If alleged investigations 


on the part of an Italian scientist are to be 
credited, the cat's .saliva by which she 
washes her fur is full of minute bacilli so 
fatally poisonous that rabbits and guinea 
pigs inoculated with it died in 24 hours. 
The dog's saliva is, if anything, worse, con- 
taining a greater variety of bacteria. Nor 
is the horsb free from these death dealing 
organisms, and thus another source of ap- 
prehension is opened to the timid and fear- 
ful.

Almost every day gives tis something 


new to look at in the ivay of dross materi- 
als, the new goods differing from the oth 
ers in weave, admixtures of textiles and 
pattern. There lire but a feu- crude ma- 
terials to draw from, wool, silk, cotton and 
linen, but ihe array of different combiuo- 


bayaucre smpt-s aro being Dougnt so rapid- 
ly that it is difficult, I vrns told, to keep up 
th"e stock. These are wide or narrow black 
stripes ou a pure v/liite ground, and the 
white ground is moire in rich waves. 


One exceedingly effective design of this 


style which was shown to me had a thick 
moire ground of mat white, brocaded, with 
satin oval rings, nnd beneath these rings 
was a jet black stripe which had the ap- 
pearance of narrow velvet ribbon woven in 
and out. Thero were also two favorites In 
satin duchess in silver gray, one with fine 
broken branch pattern inwoven, and be-

tions is staggering, it is so trreut and varied. 
The cotton and wool mixtures are never 
worth buying, and yet they look almost as 
well as the all wool goods while on the 
counters. But before the gKJineut is fairly 
TQade it begins to show its poor quality. 


The nil vrool dress goods range from 50 


c^uts to S3 per yard. The cotton and wool 
sell from 15 cents to 45 cents, but never run 
us wide as the all wool. Tho snme amount i 
oT labor is required on one as the other, aud 
the same quantity of lining and more trim- 
ininc;, so that considering the difference in 
the wearing qualities it ia always cheaper 
to buy the beet. A dress of solid color or 
modest mixture in cheviot or soruo other nt 
the nice wools is always ladylike and fc'en- 
teel, nnd can be cler.ned and made over in- 
definitely. The cotton and wool sees no 
xasurreotiou. 


There are Bilk aud wool mixtures, find 


•thesa combine with each other to mutual 
advantage. These mixtures are known ns 
£ilk warp heoriettcs, fayettas and oiifl 
grade of brocaded wool. 
Tho first tiro 


named are in some, respects handsomer 
than any silk, notably for mourning or ele- 
gant church or rich visiting gowns, and the I 
latter ifl much liked for plain reception 
dresses fov elderly ladies who do not wisl\ 
to wear colors or bright silks and who yet 
•want some-thins a Hulo more dressy than 
plain surfaced goods. But the brocade is 
not as durable as the plain silk warp, which I 
is stronger and more lasting than any other 
material made. It retains its beauty to the 
lost thread. It can be taken apart aud 
Trashed like a piece of calico and ironed on 
the wrong aide, and it is a new gown i-.gain 
•when remade. Ic is the one ideal hand- 
gome fabric for a..dressy black gown. The 
fayetta is more like Japanese crape, while 
the henrlette has a cashmere finish. Tiio 
fayetta is very pretty for young people and 
can be had In nil colors, but the silk warp 
henriette comes only in black, white and 
gray. Thry are half wool and half silk. 


The silk and linen mixtures form the 


Irish poplins am? many of the corded silks, 
and I think most of the heu^alioes. Tlic 
thick thread is linen, ;ir:d the silk is woven 
over it. It makes a rich fabric, but must 
not bo wet, or it will shrink almost out of 
eicht. 


I believe there ia a line of decorative silks 


•where silh. is mingled with sea island cot- 
ton, but I know of no flress Roods of those 
two textiles. The price of silk has so dim- 
inished that it would not pay to buy any 
but pure silks when a silk gown is desired. 


The silks for this season are nearly all in 


small figures, stripes or plain. The bro- 
cades are very beautiful, showing small 
but perfect patterns. Tho grounds to ucar- 
Jy all the silks have a changeable or moire 
effect beneath the pattern, and the output 
fairly blazes with brilliant color, of which 
the royal purples, deep blues and greens 
are the favorites. The colors ave, however, 
not confined to them, but wa find any 
amount of brains all in the tobacco shadeg. 
The old seal brown shade is now called 
"nicotine." The yellows are those found

twceu each bare twig is a tiny blnck point. 
The lights as the material folds give it the 
appearance of silver, the twiffs sometimes 
showing up like tracery of that metal, and 
again they are In shadow, and the ground 
shows in unbroken silver light. Ib is alto- 
gether superb. 


Another pattern, woven closer, has a 


silver gray eatin ground, with a tracery of 
small spiderwebs all over It, anfl hctyween 
the mealies tiny black specks. This ia so 
cunningly devised as to look like a silver 
apUlerwub over a gray sat4n aroundin some 
lights, and in othars you see only a raiyed 
gray diitinbrociiueoE indistinct pattern, and 
again in another light you see a. silvery 
surface covered with minute black specks. 


Tho most of the silks are satiu duchess, 


with iridescent shades and on all over pat- 
tern of small round or square dots or 
ipecka, or infinitesimal flowers, or a raised 
lc.tv.ice work of a different color from any 
showing in the changeable ground. The 
rainbow silks have appeared in the satin 
Suchcss weave,.with a front of soft and in-, 
tricate pattern o?er the stripes. The colors 
in the rainbow stripes are- searcoly more 
than tints, but ae the light^falls upon the 
broken lines it is Uku that in opals. There 
are fewer plain satins than it was thought 
there would be, but on the other hand rich 
moire patterns are shown, and a number of 
patterns in peau de Boie and taffetas, stripes 
brocaded and moire or watered. 


Some of the newest taffetas, which are 


very quaint and odd, reproduce the bits of 
tilk we find in some old foreolten patch- 
(vort quilt. The-e are brdwris mottled 
with black, grays with dull blues and dark 
browns with white. 
This curious effect 


is obtained in the weaving. The threads 
are dyed in .spots before putting in the 
loom and put in stripes. The weaving 
brings out the shaded, mottled appearance. 
Some of these are so -very ugly in them- 
selves that I feel sure they will bo a llgo.'! 
Faille is less worn than before, but basket 
weave and hopsaoking effects on plain 
eilks are much liked. 


In woolens there is rJo grade or color that

Haw to Ma.ko Port vVlne Sauce. 


Put into a clean saucepan 6 raw yolta 


of eggs ancl beat them with 4 tablespoon- 
fuls of caster sugar until they become 
thick and white. Add a pint of port 
•wine and Btirtmceasinrfy on, a-gentle fire 
until nearly boiling; then take it from 
the fire and pour it on the pudding im- 
mediately, or it will be spoiled. Tho pud- 
ding should bo dished arid kept hot while 
the sauca is being mo.de. 


How to Make n Fagtrr Bag. 


One-third of a yard of yard wide rub- 


ber sheeting will make three bags a foot 
square. Fold two opposite comers to- 
gether, stitch along.the edge and maliea 
triangular bag. Cnt off at the point to 
make on opening large enough to insert 
the end of a tin. tube. It is convenient 
to have three bags, with openings of dif- 
ferent sizes—one for eclairs, one for lady 
fingers and ona for frosting. 


The tube for eclairs is three-qnarters 


of an inch wide at the small end, that 
for lady fingers three-eighths of an inch 
and the frosting tubes of various sizes, 
Borne of them, quite small. Fit the tube 
into the opening and fill the bag with 
the mixture. Draw the edges together 
und twist the top tightly to keep out the 
air. Hold the bag in the left hand, with 
the tube close to the place •where the 
mixture is to be spread; press with the 
right hand and. guide the mirture into 
any shape desired. A slight pressures is 
sufficient. 
When no longer needed, 


wash the bag in cold water—never in 
tot—and dry carefully.

MAY MOUNT PRINTS. 


lieares From a Fhoto^rapli Albnm—Opals 


Cut in the Cameo—To Keep a Watch 
From, lioaine Time. 


. The following description of an album, 
"which dispenses with both cardboard and 
1 the use of a mountaut, will doubtless com- 
mend itself to many persons interested in 
photography. It is translated in Popular 
Science News f i-orn a French source. First 


Stmabine Gako. 


•Whites of 11 eggs, yolks of 7,1^ cups of 


fine granulated sugar, sifted; a teacupful 
of flour and a level teaspoonf ul of cream o£ 
tartar sifted together three times. Beat 
the whites to the stifiest froth; add the. 
yqlka well beaten; whip in the sugar quick- 
ly and lightly, using a wire spoon; add any 
flavoring preferred; sift iu the flour and. 
mix it in.as lightly asi possible; do not beat, 
but turn it at once into an "angels' food pan 
(ungreased). .Bake in a moderately hot 
oven for from 40 to 45 minutes; remove,

provide what is known as a "spring back 
folio1'—that is to say, a portfolio like tho 
covers of a book, with a large, strong, hol- 
low spring back that will grip anything 
that may be laid between the sides and 
pushed back into the hollow. 


The leaves of the album are made as fol- 


lows: Good tough paper—manilla wrap- 
ping paper, for instance—is cut to the re- 
quired size and folded double. On a band 
of calico (A) 3 inches wide is pasted a 
strip ot card .(B) an inch wide along the 
left side. The left hand fold of the manilla 
paper is then attached to the calico at the 
right, leaving a space of one-eighth inch of 
calico between to act as n hinge. The ma- 
nilla paper is theu carefully folded over so 
as to bring' its right hand fold under tha 
calico, where it is attached in like manner, 
leaving the clear space of one-eighth inch 
as before. ITour short, diagonal cuts are 
now made with a sharp knife through the 
double leaf to hold tha corners of the 
prints, which are slipped in under the pa- 
per. 
If priuta of different sizes have to be 


put on the opposite sides of the same leaf, 
all that is necessary is to slip a piece of 
glass down between the folds and out each 
side separately. 


The prints can be changed about if de- 


sired, the smaller ones being made to oc- 
cupy the place of a larger one, etc. The

prints having been put in place in the 
leaves, the latter are inserted into the cover 
so that the spring grips the cardboard 
strips (C, C). The leaves may now be turn- 
ed over at will by means of the calico hinge 
between the strips (C) and the manilla 
paper (D). 


Opals Cat In Cameo. 


Of semiprecious stones none is lovelier 


than the opal, with its fiery rose and an 
alternation of green and blue that shame 
the peacock, while by a change of posture 
all tbese acairy ardors can. be lost in a 
milky way of whiteness, as suits one's 
mood. Opal runs, much like a vein of 
marble, through a matrix of brown iron- 
stone. "When the vein is seen to be thick 
enough to yield good pieces, the ironstone 
is split and the opal cut out. 


But a singularly beautiful art ,ia prac- 


ticed by a German carver, who leaves the 
matrix as a background and cuts the opal 
lying attached to it, following the sugges- 
tions of color and. form after the well 
known manner of a cameo. A cameo, how- 
ever, is opaque and mere brown and white, 
whereas the opal is translucent and full of 
color. A dying aurora with a burning sun 
rising over tho sea, a mermaid vrith the 
rosy fire in her cheek and the peacock tints 
in her tail, birds standing by a pool in vio- 
let twilight, are among this artist's happi- 
est carvings. 


vvuy Lamps Burn Badly. 


A lamp burning badly develops more 


heat than usual, the light is red arid the 
combustion imperfect, producing a disa- 
greeable odor. Science says this may arise 
from the air not being properly reverber- 
ated against the name, or from the shape of 
the chimney allowing of back currents, or 
from the lamp being dirty, the airholes 
clogged, the wick damp or dirty, the pres- 
ence of u. trace of vegetable or animal oil in 
the vessels used for filling or from the oil 
itselt, the presence of heavy oils or refining 
chemicitls. When the oils are nob homoge- 
neous, a light and heavy oil being mixed, 
the heat developed is greater tnan with 
either oil separately, this result being more 
pronounced than when a poor wick ia used. 


Prepared Clial'k. 


Thoroughly pulverize the chalk, then mix 


it with cle?n rainwater in proportion of 
two pounds per gallon. Stir well and let 
it settle for about two minutes. Tho Rritty 
matter will now hava settled-to the bot- 
tom. Slowly pour the water into another 
vessel so as not to disturb the sediment. 
Permit the whole to Btnnd until entirely set- 
tlerl, then decant, as before. You now have 
prepared chalk ready for use, when dried. 
Spanish wniting may be treated in the 
Banie way and makes an excellent polish- 
ing powder, says The Jewelers' Circular. 


To Heep a Watch From r.oslnp Time. 
During the night your watch, is quiet, as 


it were—that is, it hangs in your vest with- 
out motion or touch. If you don't wind it 
at night, the mainspring is then relaxed, 
instead of being in that condition during 
the day, remarks The Industrial World. 
By winding it in the morning the main- 
spring remains close and tight all day. It 
keeps the movement steady at a time when 
you are handling it, running about the city 
attending to your daily affairs. A relaxed 
mainspring at this time accounts for fine 
watches varying slightly. 


Beware of the Doc; and Other Petfl. 


Ladies who are given to caressing and 


tissing their lapdogs and kittens will be 
surprised to learn that great danger lurks 
in such practices. IE alleged investigations 
on the purt of an Italian scientist are to be 
credited, the cat's saliva by which she 
washes her fur is full of minute bacilli so 
fatally poisonous that rabbits and guinea 
pigs inoculated -with it died in 24 hovjris. 
The dog's saliva is, if anything, worse, con- 
taining a. greater variety ot bacteria. Nor 
is the horse free from these death dealing 
organisms, and tuns another source of ap- 
prehension is opened to the timid and fear- 
ful.
